(Rep.), Nebraska, said today the 
Administration has stricken from 
its Missouri basin power policy 
a section to which farmer-owned 
co-operatives strongly objected. 
. He announced the revision, 
the second since the policy was 
announced last fall, after a con- 
ference with Fred G. Aandahl, 
assistant secretary of interior, 
and other department officials. 
“ Milier, chairman of the House 
Interior Committee, said he was 
told that all long-range contracts 
with private utilities will con- 
tain clauses for the “recapture” 
of. power if it is needed by 
co-ops and other public power 
groups. Under reclamation law 
such groups get “preference” 
over private utilities in the pur- 
chase of government power. 

Original Policy. 

The original did not call for 
the “recapture” clause. Aandahl 
had insisted that “preference” 
customers had “no exclusive 
right in perpetuity” to all the 
power the government generates. 
» Some 200 co-ops in the Mis- 
souri basin protested that failure 
to include the elause would give 
private utilities undue benefits 
and hamper the long-range 
growth of co-operatives. 

Miller quoted Aandahl as say- 
fing at today’s conference that 
no contracts will be signed with 
anyone except “preference cus- 
tomers” in the eastern half of 
the Missouri basin. Miller said 
indications are that co-ops and 
public power groups will require 
all the power available. 

Allocation in West. 

Power in the western half of 
the basin, Miller said, will be al- 
jocated on the following basis: 

(1) “Preference” customers 

get; first call on available 
power. 

(2) Some of the remainder 
will be reserved for their use 
under short term contracts 

with private utilities. :

The present church on Kings- 
highway-was dedicated in 1907. 
The north building houses the 
church auditorium and offices. 
The south building is used for 
Sunday school and parish events. 
The two Buildings are connected 
by cloisters, with a campanile 
in the center. The church was 
built during the pastorate of the 
late Rev. Dr. William. C. Bitting, 
who served from 1905. to 1924. 


For years the largest Baptist 
Church in Missouri, Second 
Church has always been distin- 
guished for its liberalism. Twice 
the church has been expelled 
from the St. Louis (Southern) 
Baptist Association. 


In 1879 it was voted out be- 
cause it served communion to 
a Unitarian minister, the Rey. 
Dr. William Greenleaf Eliot, 
founder of Washington Univer- 
sity and of First Unitarian 
Church.

Number of Early Filers 
in East Missouri Area 
Is Up — Deadline Is 
Only Week Away. 


More than 100,000 residents 
of the eastern Ralf of Missouri 
already have received refunds 
on their 1953 federal income 
taxes, Gus F. Koehler, district 
director of internal revenue, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Koehler reminded taxpayers 
that the deadline for filing re- 
turns and declarations of esti- 
mated income is March 15—one 
week from tomorrow. Returns, 
with any tax still owed, must be 
delivered to the collector’s office 
or be postmarked by midnight 
of that date to be accepted with- 
out penalty. 

The number of returns re- 
ceived so far this year is greater 
than at a comparable date last 
year, Koehler said. He added 
that those who wait until the 
last minute to file returns will 
have to wait longer for refunds 
than those who file early. He 
said, however, that the office

Declarations of estimated 1954 
tax must be accompanied by at 
least one quarter of the total | 
tax in excess of that expected to 
be withheld during the year. 
The remaining quarterly pay- 
ments will be due June 15, Sept.

Declaration of Taxes. 


Any person who expects to 
receive $100 or more in income 
which is not subject to with- 
holding, such as earnings from 
a profession or business or from 
income-producing real estate or 
other property, must file a 
declaration of estimated tax.

Elk Hills, also restored, the

million barrels of oil, worth 
$300,000,000 at that time, 

Fall was convicted of accepting 
the $100,000 bribe from his old 
friend, Doheny, and sentenced 
to a year in prison. He served 10 
months, was released in 1932 
and died in 1944. Doheny was 
acquitted of conspiracy and of 
paying the $100,000 bribe. He 
died in 1935. | 

Sinclair also was acquitted of 
conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment but had to serve six 
months for contempt of Con- 
gress. In 1950 he retired as 
board chairman of his Sinclair

Search Teams on Way 
to Wreckage — 20 
Aboard Craft Missing 
Since Thursday. 


NICE, Franc March 6 (AP) 
Search planes droning over 
the wreckage of a United States 
Air Force C47 in the French 
Alps reported tonight there 
were no signs of life. . 

Reports from ground parties 
laboring toward the nearly inac- 
cessible debris said observation 
with binoculars failed to find 
any survivors among the 20 
Americans aboard the craft. The 
United States Twelfth Air Force 
announced that the planes had 
not seen anyone alive. 

The wreckage had been 
spotted ‘by a farmer using field 
glasses. The debris, partly snow 
covered, was located at 7800 feet 
altitude 10 miles southwest of 
the ski resort of Auron near the 
Italian frontier. 
~ Three French rescue parties 
tramped through the snow up 
the Alpine pass toward the 
wreckage. They planned to pitch 
camp at nightfall and continue 
their perilous climb tomorrow. 
They were not expected to reach 
the crash scene before noon to- 
morrow. 

The wreckage was sighted half 
way from the bottom of Pal 
pass to the summit of the “Peak 
of the Three Men.” The debris 
was on a rock called “De Bol- 
ofre.” 

The C-47 disappeared Thurs- 
day on a flight from Rome to 
Germany. 

Thirteen of the Americtns 
aboard were service men re- 
turning from temporary duty 
or leave in Italy and Tripoli in 
Libya. The other three pas- 
sengers were civilians. None of 
those aboard was frqm the St. 
Louis area. 

The debris was found on a 
snow and ice-covefed rock wall 
only seven miles south of the 
scene of an Air France plane 
crash which took the lives of all 
its passengers, including French 
pianist Jacques Thibault.

Melby was addressing about 
1000 university administrators 
and teachers at the annual con- 
ference of the Association for 
Higher Education.

We will await the final re- 
sults with interest, and 
the Administration’s apologies 
to the many innocent, loyal

Everyone hopes the Admin- 
istration will find and remove 
all” the real subversives and 
keep them out of our Govern- 
ment. A single disloyal or 
dangerous employe is one too 
many. 
I do not hold that the past 
should be closed. On the con- 


. trary, experience will remain a 


powerful, ever-present reminder 
of the price of ‘anything less 
than eternal vigilance. But I do 
hold that past errors do not ex- 
cuse new ones; that democracy’s 
ideals and vitality must not be 
despoiled by those who purport 
to defend them. 

The President says he disap- 
proves all these goins-on—this 
slander and deceit, this bitter- 
ness and ugliness, these at- 
tempts to subordinate a nation’s 
common purposes to a divided 
party’s political ambitions. He 
has said so repeatedly in state- 
ments to the press—but the na- 
,tion’s ideals continue to be 
soiled by the mud of political 
expediency. 

This internal crisis makes it 
all the more urgent that the 
Democratic party remain strong, 
responsible and attentive to the 


nation’s business. I note that 


no Democrat has charged that 
the whole Republican party is 
corrupt merely because three 
Republican Congressmen in a 
row have been convicted of de- 
frauding’ the Government. We 
know that Republicans and 
Democrats alike want better 
government — government that 
measures up to the ideals of 
preud people, to the dignity 
which befits the leader among 
nations, to the standard we 
think of as the reward citizens 
receive from a democracy for 
which they pay and work and 
pray and fight, and see their 
sons die to preserve. 


Citadel of Sanity. 


Now more than ever, America 
must be a citadel of sanity and 
reason. We live in a troubled, 
dangerous world where the great 
issues are peace or war and the 
stakes are life and death. 

Perhaps these diversions ex- 
plain, for example, why there 
has been so little public curi- 
osity about such a genuine con- 
cern as the “new look” in na- 
tional defense and foreign pol- 
icy. I had hoped that there 
might be a resumption of the 
bipartisanship of President Tru- 
man’s administration when Sec- 
retary Dulles and many promi- 
nent Republicans, including the 
President himself, served in im- 
portant roles. 


At all events, without the 
benefit of bipartisanship, the 
Administration has recently un- 
veiled this “new look.” It has 
been presented to us as a pro- 
gram of more for our: money, 
“a bigger bag for a buck,” na- 
tional security in the large 
economy size. 


While I don’t presume to un- 
derstand its full iniplications, 
they are sobering enough to re- 
quire searching, responsible dis- 
cussion. The ba d of 
any evaluation of this new pro- 
gram must be stern realization 
that the peril of the free world 
is not diminishing. 

It is in that spirit—and in no 
spirit of partisan relish—that I 
offer comment tonight. 

We are told, me I am quot- 
ing the words of Secretary Dul- 
les, that we have rejected the 

“traditional” policy of “meeting 
aggression by: direct and local 
opposition.” We have taken the 
decision “to depend primarily 
upon a great capacity to retali- 
ate instantly, by means and 
places of our choosing.” But 
some “setbacks to the cause of 
freedom,” some “Communist 
successes,” Mr. Dalles Says, 
should be regarded as “normal.”

But you say, we did not use 
the bomb against Russian and 
Chinese targets for fear of en- 
larging the war. Exactly; and 
if we should now use them in 
retaliation that way it would 
certainly mean World War [il 
and atomic counter-retaliation. 
For the Russians have massive 
power of retaliation with atomfic 
weapons just as we do, and our 
cities are also susceptible te de- 
struction. 


And if air-atomic power is our 
policy, what are we doing to 
build up the Air Force, let alone 
continental defense? Last year 
they cut the Air Force five bil- 
lion n dollars below President Tru- 
man’s request and said it would 
actually strengthen the armed 
forces. Which reminds me of 
Senator Russell’s remark: “Why 
not cut out 10 billion dollars 
and double our strength?” 

This year they partially re- 
stored the Air Force cut, ‘but 
reduced the amount for aircraft 
procurement, and cut the Army 
over four billion dollars. It 
seems to me ironic that the same 
men who a few months ago were 
impulsively slashing the planned 
Air Force build-up are now, with 
equal impulsiveness, acting as if 
air-atomic power were a com- 
pletely satisfactory substitute for 
reduced military and naval 
power. 


Another question: What. if 
we are confronted with some- 
thing less than a clear case 
of evert aggression? 

What if we had relied ex- 
clasively on a policy of “mas- 
sive retaliation” since the 
close of World War II? Would 
we have resorted te global 
atomic war in order te mect 
the Communist threat in 
Greece and Turkey? Te 
counter the Berlin blockade? 
To resist aggression in Korea? 

If the answer is no, then 
the so-called “new look” in 
foreign policy is no “new 
look” at all, but merely a con- 
tinuation of the policy of 
adapting our methods of re- 
sistance to the method of 
attack—a pelicy that has 
brought the free world 
through many crises without 
‘precipitating a Martian catas- 
trophe. 

Instead of greater freedom 
of choice, does this decision to 
rely primarily on atomic 
weapons really narrow our 
choice as to the means and the 
places of retaliation? Are we 
leaving ourselves the grim 
choice of inaction or a ther- 
monuclear holocaust? Are we, 
indeed inviting Moscow and 
Peiping to nibble us to death? 

This is the real danger. 
This is the real problem. Will 
we turn brush fires and local 


hostilities inte major con- 
flicts? Will our Allies gé 
along? 


Using weapons short of war, 
and relying upon our reluctance 
to embark on global war, the 
Communist imperialism will at- 
tempt to absorb country after 
country, to close the ring around 
us, and to decide the issue be- 
tween tyranny and freedom long 
before a final outburst of atomic 
fury. 

It seems to me that the new 
weapons—even if we had a com- 
plete monopoly—are no answer 
to all the complicated aspects of 
this world-wide struggle, for 
armed aggression is only one of 
the many shapes of the Commu- 
nist menace: And the only thing 
new about the “new look” ap- 
pears to be the weakening of 
our Navy and ground forces and 
reducing the non-atomic pro- 


grams and policies that we need 
to win the cold war. | 

Was the Administration 
caught between two conflict- 
ing sets of promises—to re- 
duce the budget and strength- 
en our defenses? Did it choose 
the former because the one 
thing that could not be cut, 
the sine qua non of our secu- 
rity, was the new weapons 
and air power? 

I don’t know, but if true bi- 
partisanship in the formula- 
tion of policy in matters of 
such grave import as this is 
impossible, at least we are en- | 
titled te the facts and. the 
truth unadorned. If our mili- 
tary policy is beyond the fur- 
ther financial endurance of 
the country, if this reliance 
on retaliation is the only rea- 
sonable policy for the long 
haywl, then frankly tell us se 
and why. But don’t confuse 
us and frighten our Allies by 
misbranding disengagement as 
advance and retrenchment as 
initiative. Don’t tell us we 
have something new and bet- 
ter for less, when we haven't. 
It may be that they don’t 
mean what they say or that I 
have misinterpreted what they 
say. But issues of life and death 
should be clarified and not 
clouded, for security in our age 
cannot be bought by slogans and 
gimmicks. 
It is only in the strength of 
freedom, in the fortitude and 
sacrifice of free peoples; it is 
only in the humility of all men 
under God that we can create 
a future not scratched from the 
wreck and rubble of atomic war 
or from the chaos of domestic 
disorder but rising from the 
love and faith and devotion of 
unconquerable humanity. 
I hope, my friends, that we 
can soon begin to talk with one 
another about our affairs more 
seriously, moderately and hon- 
estly, whether it be our foreign 
policies or the patriotism of our 
people and public servants. 
There has been enough—too 
much—of slander, dissension 
and deception. We cannot af- 
astage of our re- 
sources of mind and spirit for 
there is important work to do 
oye will be done together or 
not at all.

SEOUL (Sunday) March 7 (AP)

ILL—or can—Dwight D. Eisenhower as President of the United States 
and head of the Republican party eurb Senator Joseph R. McCarthy’s 


abuse of his chairmanship of the Senate investigating subcommittee? 


- On this subject, but without direct ref- 
erence to Senator McCarthy, the President 
told his press conference Wednesday: 


“Obviously it is the responsibility of 
the Congress to see to it that its pro- 
eedures are proper and fair. I, of course, 
expect the Republican leadership of the 
Congress to assume the primary respon- 
sibility in this respect, since they are of 
the majority party and, therefore, control 
the committees.” 


People in both parties who have been 
looking hopefully to the White House and 
the Republican leadership for signs of an 
open and curative break with hard-charg- 
ing McCarthy are in for an extended period 
ef disappointment for the very practical 
political reason that the Republican party 
now needs McCarthy worse than McCarthy 
needs the Republican party. 


* That is the considered opinion of respon- 
sible observers who are not unmindful of 
the painful embarrassment the Repub- 
lican Senator from Wisconsin has caused 
a Republican President. 


Open War Too Risky. 


They are aware of the humiliating im- 
potence displayed by the Administration 
against McCarthy’s slashing attacks on the 
executive departments. 

But they also are aware that the Admin- 
fstration cannot risk open warfare with 
McCarthy by attempting to strip him of his 
power without danger of a party split 
which could cost them the congressional 
elections this fall and set the stage for 
creation of a third “McCarthy party” by 
the time the 1956 presidential campaign 
presents itself. 

Republican leaders who have done their 
homework shudder at the thought of the 
possibility of a G.O.P. splinter party. They 
have only to recall 1912 when Theodore 
Roosevelt took a section of dissident Re- 
publicans into a political camp of their 
own against the regular party nominee, 
President William Howard Taft, and Wood- 
row Wilson, the Democrat. Wilson won the 
election with 6,286,214 popular votes, while 
the warring Republican factions split be- 
tween them what might have been a win- 
ning total of 7,699,942 popular votes. 

Admittedly, Senator McCarthy’s power 
stems from the chairmanship of his head- 
line-making investigating subcommittee, 
but any attempt by Mr. Eisenhower or his 
advisers to cut McCarthy down to size by 
depriving him of his tradition-imbedded 
right to hold the post through seniority 
‘would amount to a purge. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, a much more 
astute politician than Mr. Eisenhower, or 
anyone around him, had an abysmal ex- 
perience in this connection when he went 
directly to the voters in 1938 and appealed 
to them to purge Senators Millard Tydings 
of Maryland, “Cotton Ed” Smith of South 
Carolina, and Walter F. George of Georgia. 
President Roosevelt's defeat in this venture 
cost him enormously in terms of prestige. 


President Could Get Hurt. 


The extent of McCarthy’s popularity 
around the country is undefinable, ‘but 
sample polls indicate it is high. He has a 
good product to sell—anti-Communism—in 
the present state of world tension and he 
is indeed a brassy salesman 

Whether, however, he could survive 
should the President unexpectedly pit his 
own personal popularity against him for a 
popular decision on the question of who 
is the real leader of the Republican party 
is doubtful; but in the in-fighting, should 
McCarthy ever extend his “Communist- 
coddling” charges to the President himself, 
recent history indicates that the President 
could get hurt. 

In any case, such a development would 
be a blow to Republican unity, such as it 
is, which could be disastrous at the polls 
in the fall and might lead to a situation in 
which McCarthy himself could run for and 
possibly win the presidency in 1956 by 
giving voters of both parties a choice of 
“McCarthy or Communism.” 

Republican leaders here say that it was 
McCarthy's blasting of the Democrats as 
traitors and Reds which carried Rhode 
Island for them in 1952, an accomplishment 
which they had not even contemplated in 
their campaign plans. 

' A third-party movement of no known 
substance already is in the works. Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, publisher of the 
Chicago Tribune who thinks President 
Eisenhower is a New Dealer, has writers 
doing special articles now drumming up a 
new political organization. The rallying 
point is Senator Bricker and his rejected 
amendment to limit the treaty-making 
powers of the President. McCarthy, how- 
ever, would fit quite comfortably into any 
movement Col. McCormick espoused.

While McCarthy has fought the adminis- 
tration on such nominations as that of 
Charles (Chip) Bohlen to be Ambassador 
to Moscow and James Bryant Conant to be 
High Commissioner to Germany, Senator 
Bricker has defied the White House on the 
treaty issue, and Senator William Jenner 
and Representative Harold Velde have been 


accused of being at times as flagrantly | 


irresponsible as McCarthy in tarring people 
with the Communist brush. 


Republican leaders here discount any 
great dissatisfaction at the White Houge 
with the performance of these gentlemen 
on the broad question of party regularity, 
and they point to President Eisenhower's 
stated philosophy that Congress should not 
be a rubber stamp for the White House 
and that there is ample room in the 
Republican party for healthy disagreement. 


One of the key figures to be considered 
in evaluating the state of unrest at the 
White House with respect to McCarthy is 
Leonard W. Hall, Republican National 
Committee chairman, whose job it is to 
win elections. Another to be reckoned 
with is Senator Everett Dirksen of Illinois, 
chairman of the Republican Senatorial 
Campaign Committee. 

Hall, a practical politician, has made it 
clear that he intends for the Republicans 
to have unity for the fal! campaigns. 
unity Hall talks about does not contemplate 
slapping McCarthy down on the basis of 
principle or anything else. 

Hall is going to “use” McCarthy in the 
fall campaign and he is going to turn him 
loose, as he did a month ago at national 
committee expense. McCarthy rode the 
circuit with his “20 years of treason” 
thesis against the Democrats despite Mr. 
Eisenhower's earlier declaration that Com- 
munism would not be an issue this election 
year. 

Dirksen will make full use of McCarthy's 
talents in key senatorial election states, 
including Illinois. 


Possibilities of Curb. 


Should Mr. Eisenhower sincerely wish 
to curb McCarthy, he could enlist the aid 
of one of the seven Republicans on the 
13-member Government Operations Com- 
mittee to join with the six Democratic 
members and impose reasonable restric- 
tions on the Senator’s activities. 

Among the most effective steps which 
have been suggested would be prevention 
of McCarthy from discussing publicly what 
transpires in executive sessions of the in- 
vestigating subcommittee before witnesses 
have been granted public hearings. It is 
through this practice that McCarthy har- 
vests many of his headlines and, at the 
same time, places witnesses in the position 
of having been found guilty before they 
can present a defense. 

Senator Homer Ferguson, chairman of 
the Republican Policy Committee, found 
this out this week when he called a meet- 
ing of all committee chairmen to discuss 
the President's plea for fair play in 
hearings.

Museum opens its doors. A collection of 
war souvenirs and other personal effects 
of the President, in all some 700 items, 
will be exhibited in a modernistic, native- 
stone building that stands on ground the 


Eisenhower brothers once worked as a 
garden. 
The Eisenhower Foundation says the 


museum was made possible by the un- 
sclicited contributions of more than 200,- 
000 individuals from the United States and 
100 foreign countries who have visited the 
old Eisenhower home since it was opened 
to the public in 1947. 


Herbert W. Rohrer, a former St. Louisan, 
now a retired official] of the telephone 
company, is the chief administrative offi- 
cer of the foundation. The president is 
Sam R. Heller, an Abilene business man. 
Incorporated under the laws of Kansas in 


1945, the foundation owns the Eisenhower ~ 


family home and adjacent ground, as well 
as all the personal effects in the house.

The displays are arranged to let visitors 
follow Mr. Eisenhower's career from boy- 
hood, through the military and into poli- 
tics, including wire recordings of excerpts 
from the President's major addresses.

Some think, however, that Cutler had 
his eyes fixed on the National Security 
Council ever since Mr. Eisenhower, in a 
speech in Baltimore, outlined his plans 
to expand it and bring in prominent 
civilians on a full-time basis. Mr. Eisen- 


_ hower's blueprint was later radically modi- 


fied but the council has become a far more 
powerful organization than it was under 
Mr. Truman, partly because of Mr. Eisen- 
hower's reliance on staff work and dele- 
gation of authority and partly because of 
Cutler's energetic direction of the planning 
board, which meets three times weekly, 
usually four to five hours a session. 

Although Cutler was assigned, as a 
brigadier general, to the office of War 
Secretary Stimson during the war, and in 
the postwar period was called in as a con- 
sultant by Defense Secretary Forrestal, he 
was not concerned at that time, as was 
Souers, then a rear admiral, with global 
strategies or security intelligence. 

Those who came in contact with For- 
restal in those days when he was sponsor- 
ing the National Security Act of 1947, 
which set up, among other things, the NSC 
and the Central Intelligence Agency, were 
often inspired, as was Souers, by For- 
restal’s enthusiasm for a high-level group 
that would determine, under direction of 
the President, American international 
policies. 


His Interest Aroused Early 


Cutler’s interest in the potentialities of 
the National Security Council was appar- 
ently aroused by Mr. Eisenhower and his 
own belief in the necessity of international 
cooperation. For that he was willing to sac- 
rifice an established place in Boston and a 
substantial income as a banker. The re- 
wards were a position at the very center 
of governmental power and a feeling of 
doing something vital for one’s country. 


The demands of the job are a 12-hour 
working day, the ability to inspire others 
to similar efforts and tight-lipped isolation 
from former friends. 

Cutler's career has been that of a proper 
Bostonian. Born in a family of nine gen- 
erations of Americans, Cutler was the 
youngest of the five sons of George and 
Mary Wilson Cltler, who lived in the 
proper suburb Brookline. 

His father, a vigorous athlete, felt that 
the fewest possible restraints should be 
put on his offspring and the door of the 
home was never locked. The four older 
boys had been born in the first five years 
of his marriage and Robert came along 
four years later, June 12, 1895. 

Robert was the favorite of his mother, 
who had literary leanings. Her father had 
corresponded with Charles Dickens and in 
later years Robert kept these letters of the 
British novelist on his desk at the bank. 

The athletic brothers are said to have 
considered Robert a sissy and roughed him 
up,,and Robert, to attain distinction, went 
in for study. For this, he was nicknamed 
“Brains.” His boyhood experiences may 
have taught him how to get along with 
people, 

When Robert was 15 years old, the old- 
est brother had been an All-American 
quarterback at Harvard, another was cap- 
tain and bow of the crew, the third, was 
stroke of the crew and the fourth was on 
the freshman football team. 

Robert, on entering Harvard, did not go 
out for any of the teams or crews but gave 
his time to study and the literary societies. 
He made Phi Beta Kappa, honorary scho- 
lastic fraternity, and was graduated cum 
laude from the arts school in 1916. 


Novelist and Teacher 
While in college, wanting to be a novel- 


' ist, he wrote an unpublished Dickensesque 
work titled “Georgiana.” 


After graduation 
| from the arts school, he taught English at 
| Harvard and Radcliffe and_ finished 
“Louisburg Square,” a novel about Boston 
society, that sold about 3000 copies. 

World War I interrupted Cutler's formal 
education. He was commissioned second 
lieutenant of infantry in 1917 and after 
serving with the AEF was mustered out 
as a first lieutenant from Germany, where 
he had been adjutant of the Third Army 
military police. 

At the exclusive Harvard Porcellian 
club, Cutler had been told by Owen 
Wister, then a best-selling author, that he 
should study law to become a better novel- 
ist. He entered the law school and was 
graduated cum: laude in 1922. While there 
he was editor of the Law Review, a top 
Another novel was published, 
“The Speckled Bird,” but it had little 


popular success. 


At his first press conference in Washing- 


ton, Cutler was asked what his two novels 
were about. 


The bachelor replied with a 
grin, “Love, love—what else does a young 
man write about?” 

Instead of devoting his talents to writ- 


ing, Cutler passed the Massachusetts bar 
exams and got a job with a highly regard- 
ed law firm in which he specialized in

Docked for Repairs 


Under the chairmanship of Dr. Hegry M. 
Wriston, president of Brown University, eight 
distinguished citizens have just begun an extra- 
ordinary study of the diplomatic service at the 
request of Secretary Dulles. 

The study is extraordinary because its pur- 
pose is to discover how the State Department 
can remedy the acute demoralization that has 
shaken the diplomatic service to its foundations. 
That able men should shrink from entering 
their country’s foreign service, that equally able 
men now in that service should. be reduced to 
a state of ineffectiveness—these facts amount to 
nothing less than a shocking national embarrass- 
ment. Yet these are the facts which the Wriston 
committee must deal with. Its work is of high 
importance. : 

On Jan. 16 five former ambassadors who had 
given their lives to the foreign service warned 
the nation that deterioration had set in. They 
blamed indiscriminate and irresponsible attacks 
upon our diplomats, together with over-emphasis 
on security, for bringing a once-proud service 
low. They declared that existing personnel poli- 
cies were resulting in the selection of foreign 
officers more for the orthodoxy of their views 
than for their ability and usefulness. 

Marquis Childs reported to the Post-Dispatch 
from Bonn last week that morale of the State 
Department staff at that crucial point of East- 
West conflict has been reduced “almost to the 
vanishing point” by a series of shocks beginning 
with the Cohn-Schine tour a year ago. From 
Rome George Weller reported that the most 
recent. promotions list was so obviously unjust 
that “morale of the State Department overseas 
is at the lowest point ever known.” 

With such reports as these in mind it is easy 
to understand why Secretary Dulles has stripped 
Scott McLeod of his functions as personnel chief, 
though he remains as security officer. 

From all accounts Mr. McLeod seems to be 
one of the major causes of demoralization. His 
very retention in the Department, even with re- 
stricted authority, may complicate the Wriston 
committee’s job. After all, Mr. McLeod is the 
kind of security officer who sees no impropriety 
in taking the political stump; who admits that 
lie detectors and secret recording devices are 
used under his regime; who acts as a kind of 
walking delegate for Senator McCarthy inside 
the Department which is the Wisconsin Republi- 
can’s favorite punching bag. 

That it should be necessary to appoint a 
Wriston committee at all is bitter medicine for a 
country to which so much of the world looks for 
leadership. But the situation which made it 
necessary cannot be wished away. It must be 
dealt with forcefully and courageously. May the 
Wriston committee show Mr. Dulles the way. 
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Navajos Live 20 Years! 

According to the United States Public Health 
Service, the average life span of white Ameri- 
cans now is 68.4 years. And the more optimistic 
scientists may tell you that, even if they have 
not yet quite done it, they are ready to stretch 
a man’s years beyond the allotted three score 
and ten. But that does not go for Navajos. 
Among these Indians on Government reserva- 
tions the average life span now is less than 20 
years. 

This shocking fact was reported by Dr. James 
R. Shaw of the Bureau of Indian Affairs at a 
secret meeting of a House Appropriations sub- 
committee last month. Other testimony now 
made public shows that 29.5 per cent more Nava- 
jos than whites die of measles, 13 times more of 
dysentery, 9.3 times more of tuberculosis. No 
wonder that Representative Michael J. Kirwan, 
an Ohio Democrat, exclaimed: “This is some- 
thing America should be ashamed of.” Indeed, 
it is! 

Reservation doctors pyt part of the blame on 

the Indians, Even when they have been treated 
in a hospital, the Indians go back to live in un- 
sanitary hovels and to drink water from con- 
taminated horse troughs. But then, to what else 
are the Navajos to go? 
. The Bureau of Indian Affairs does not even 
have a health education program. That should 
be something of an answer to Pennsylvania's 
Republican Representative Ivor D. Fenton’s ex- 
clamation: “I cannot understand why after re- 
ceiving such fine treatment in the hospitals... 
they go out to their places of abode and come 
under the same environment as before.” 

The Eisenhower Administration is committed 
to a gradual withdrawal of its control over the 
Indians and their removal from reservations. 
First, however, Washington had better improve 
the health, the education, the capabilities and 
the opportunities of the Navajos. Before setting 
them adrift, Washington had better show some 
of the responsibility owing to wards of the 
Government. 

That 20-year life span is a disgrace—a sham- 
ing disgrace. 
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Caracas Calls for Tact 

It is well that the Caracas conference took 
time off after the hot words between the Gua- 
temalan foreign secretary and Secretary of 
State Dulles, A relaxed weekend should help 
to produce calmness of mind for consideration 
of the United States anti-Communist resolution, 
a resolution which should be presented with the 
utmost diplomatic discretion. 

Even though most of the Latins say the Unit- 
ed States is exaggerating the Red danger, they 
are—for political, cultural and religious reasons 
~——just as hostile to Communism as we are. They 
also know that while official Communist partic- 
ipation in a government like that of Guatemala 
may be relatively slight, the Red brethren have 
a gift for protective coloration. 

In polite language, the Latins have expressed 
their fear, however, that anti-Communism might 
become an excuse for interference in the internal 
affairs of a nation either by Washington or by a 
group of governments dominated by Washing- 
ton. About this, they have always been touchy. 
So it behooves Mr. Dulles to wear his kid gloves 
—even at the risk of being criticized later by 
some members of Congress for not having been 
“tough” enough.. The objective is not meaning- 
less “toughness,” but effective hemispheric co- 
operation against a common threat. 

The situation in Caracas is made more diffi- 
cult by disappointment of the Latins’ hope for 
material help from the United States, preferably 
through a kind of economic NATO which would 
deal with tariffs, fluctuating raw materials 
prices, international investments, loans and 
long-range economic policy in general. Mr. 


Dulles has made it fairly clear that they will 


have to solve their own problems with only 
limited help from the United States. _ 

This may tend to confirm our neighbors’ feel- 
ing that they have been. neglected by Washing- 
ton in favor of Europe and Asia ever since the 
end of the war. 

So in stressing the Communist danger, Mr. 
Dulles will have to be careful about implica- 
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tions of intervention. “Those unfriendly to the 
United States are eager to twist his words into 
a mock slogan of “threats but no help.” 
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Off and Flying in Illinois

cago have spaces for 10 candidates for an office 
but not for 11, But Mr, O’Brien continues in 
the race as a “write-in” candidate. 

Lar (America First) Daly, another contestant, 
sent telegrams to the 10 others asking them all 
to resign in his favor. None has yet done so. 
However, Deneen Watson, secretary of the Ili- 
nois State Bar Association, who unsuccessfully 
asked Austin L. Wyman, former president of the 
Chicago Crime Commission, to withdraw in Mr. 
Watson’s favor, has now withdrawn in favor of 
Mr. Wyman. But the ballots already have been 
printed in Cook county so Mr. Watson will be 
in the running, after a fashion, anyway. 

Well, after determining how many candidates 
there are, the puzzle solver can work out the 
problem of whether the weight of the field is 
for or against President Eisenhower. Joseph T. 
Meek, Springfield lobbyist, is strong for Senator 
McCarthy. Brig. Gen. Julius Klein, a public re- 
lations man, is a Taft Republican, who wants 
the White House to fire whoever fired Dr. Man- 
ion, who is a Democrat. Former American Le- 
gion Commander Edward A. Hayes stands on 
Washington’s Farewell Address. 

At least two of the contestants have tri- 
umphed over adversity: Herbert F. Geisler, 
who has been blind from childhood, is now 
a Chicago Alderman, and Park Livingston, 
who was born in a sod house in South Dakota, 
was orphaned, worked his way through college, 
and is now a milk company executive. At last 
report, the field still included Edgar M. Elbert, 
former president of Lions International, who 
wants to cut out all foreign aid. 

Undoubtedly the newest thing in this cam- 
paign is the use of a helicopter. When Mr. Wat- 
son withdrew in favor of Mr. Wyman he turned 
over his helicopter rental rights. The two 
flew from Chicago to Rockford and any day 
may be dropping down at Beardstown or Van- 
dalia or Cairo. Just where the 1952 Citizens for 
Eisenhower Committee fits in it has not been 
made clear, And if there is one candidate in the 
entire batch who is sure to support President 
Eisenhower on the Bricker amendment issue, 
that has not come out either. Yet the idea is to 
select a nominee to oppose Paul Douglas who 
did support Mr. Eisenhower and will support 
him again on that issue.

A Problem in Balance 

Paul G. Hoffman holds a respected position 
in American life. When he lends his leadership 
to an advertising campaign to “neutfalize re- 
cession talk,” many Americans will be inclined 
to wish both him and the campaign well. 

Whether Mr, Hoffman can hold the respect 
with which he starts out, however, will depend 
entirely upon the nature of the campaign which 
the Advertising Council under his direction puts 
on. If its aim of “accentuating the positive” fac- 
tors in the nation’s economic outlook ever gives 
way to a shortsighted effort to delude the people 
about the actual facts of the economic situation, 
Mr. Hoffman and the business community will 
undo everything they are trying to do. 

Just how serious a factor “‘talk” fay be in 
causing a business downturn nobody can say 
with certainty. But it is definitely true that 
fear or lack of confidence can be propagated 
by the lack of information, by the suppression 
of “talk,” by a general public conviction that 
facts are ‘being covered up. 

So we hope that Mr. Hoffman and the Adver- 
tising Council, in their effort to emphasize facts 
about the economic situation, will take pains 
to avoid any semblance of trying to hide un- 
favorable ones. That was tried at the outset 
of the great depression of the '30s, and it didn't 
work; all it did was to create a bitter disillusion- 
ment which reacted against those who had kept 
predicting prosperity just around the corner.

ver, 1939, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
the leading newspaper, opened a vigor- 
ous cam in the form of a Citizens’ 
Smoke Elimination Committee, which

in three months’ time had produced a 
simple, ruthless cure. A city ordinance 
was introduced on April 8, 1940. From 
that day onward the sale of high-vola- 
tile coal was made illegal, except for 
use with atomic heating equipment, 
and smokeless fuels were compulsory. 
These measures involved immense fi- 
nancial sacrifices. Factories installed 
new power plants at great cost; rail- 
road associations switched to diesel en- 
gines; householders had to buy new 
boilers, of which some 6500 were in- 
stalled in the first year. ' 

Clearly St. Louis is not London or 
Manchester or Sheffield. But the Euro- 
pean countries now searching for their 
own solutions can draw comfort and en- 
couragement from the St. Louis triumph 
which is both a milestone and a sign- 
post on the long road to cleaner, 
healthier cities the world over.

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Resurgence of German Economy 
Reviving Go-It-Alone Spirit That 
Is Threat to a United Europe 


Weeks Ahead Are Vital Period, With Ade- 


nauer Trying to 


Channel Recovering 


Energy Into EDC—Government Drives 
to Build a _ Consumer Economy.

Adenauer’s Christian Democratic Union party used the slogan 


[: THE GERMAN ELECTIONS ast September, Chancellor 


“The German Miracle.” The 


German people were not alto- 


gether happy with that expression since many of them felt Ger- 
many's transformation was not due to any miraculous happening 


but to their own hard incessant 


work; yet, considering what has 


taken place«in so short a time, the change does seem little short 


of miraculous. 


It was scarcely more than 
seven years ago that James F. 
Byrnes, as Secretary of State, 
in a speech at Stuttgart, gave 
the Germans what was, in effect, 
a go-ahead signal to work for 
their own rehabilitation in what 
was to develop into an ever- 
closer partnership with the West 
and particularly with the United 
States. 

In Paris, a few weeks earlier, 
Byrnes had come to the parting 
of the ways with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov over the fu- 
ture of Germany. Molotov 
wanted a tight, centralized con- 
trol over all of Germany by the 
four occupying powers. He 
wanted Allied dismantling 
stopped in the workshop of the 
Ruhr, but only so that the Ger- 
mans could begin to produce in 
order to help pay the ten billion 
dollars in reparations Russia de- 
manded. To ail this, Byrnes’s 
reaction was negative. 

Makes the Split Clear. 

In his Stuttgart speech, Byrnes 
made the divergence between 
the viewpoints of East and West 
evident. That split was restated 
in more or less familiar terms 
once again at the Berlin confer- 
ence. 

Byrnes told the Germans at 
Stuttgart that they should not 
become either pawns or partners 


West. The Germans read this 


partnership. 

The second major step toward 
German recovery was taken with 
the reform of the currency in 
June, 1948. Postwar inflation 
had made the American cigarette 
the real coin of the realm and 


changed on the organized harier 
market for a silver teapot or a 
slightly used camera. 

Recalling those times, one of 
the secretaries in the Ministry 
of Economics said that her 
month’s salary, beyond the little 
food that could be ebtained on 
ration tickets, would buy just 
one pair of rayon stockings, not 
nylon but rayon, in the three 
zones of West Germany occu- 
pied by France, England and 
the United States. 

The worthless currency was, 
in effect, abolished. In many 
ways ,this was a brutal. move, 
since it wiped out the savings 
of millions; yet the surgery 
worked, and the German. mark 
has become one of the soundest 
currencies in the world. In the 
European Payments Union, Ger- 
many has the largest balance, 
so large as to be embarrassing. 

Freeing the Economy. 

A year after the currency re- 
form, the federal republic was 
formed and a group of hard 
economic specialists went to 
work to free the German econ- 
omy from artificial controls. In 
German, the phrase is not “free 
enterprise” but “The Social 
Market Economy.” 

Ludwig Erhard, a former pro- 

fessor in Munich, as Minister 
of Economics under Adenauer, 
proceeded to take off rationing 
and other controls just as rapid- 
ly as possible. Again the sur- 
gery was drastic, but again it 
worked. Prices rose as the Ger- 
mans with money that was 
worth something again went on 
a buying spree. Waves of buy- 
ing swept over the whole coun- 
try. First it was food, then al- 
cohol, then clothing and other 
textiles, then radios and gadgets 
of every kind. 

There are still elements of 
control and rigidity.’ That is 
particularly true in the sale and 
rental of housing. Generous 
federal subsidies help to finance 
the 500,000 units being built an- 
nually in West Germany. 

The state-owned railroads lose 
séveral hundred million marks 
a year and this puts a damper 
on competition in the field of 
transportation, yet Erhard, who 
looks so much like the typical 
well-fed German of the past that 
his picture was used on election 
posters emblazoned “Social Mar- 
ket Economy,” is working to get 
more competition to give the 
consumer lower prices and bet- 
ter quality. 

Building Consumer Economy. 

He explained to this reporter 
his campaign last year to lower 
the price of electric refrigera- 
tors, a comparative rarity in 
Germany. He got representa- 
tives of the whole industry to- 
gether, got them to agree On a 
better installment buying sys- 
tem, got publicity for the cam- 
paign, and, as a result, 450,000 
refrigerators were produced as 
against 290,000 the previous 
year, and prices dropped 10 to 
15 per cent. | 

Erhard wants to do the same 
thing for electric ranges and 
other consumer goods beyond 
the reach of the average Ger- 
man. He is driving to build up 
a consumer economy with the 
realization that too great a reli- 
ance on exports cannot bring a 


healthy expansion for the long : 


pull. 

“How much these efforts have 
contributed to German recovery 
no one can say. The heart of 

an economy remains 

the heavy industry of the Ruhr 
. the export market count- 
ing for up to 40 per cent of the 
total. It is significant that one 
the key posts in Erhard’s 
miristry is filled by a Ruhr in- 
dustrialist who is paid his full

modernize plants. Ruhr indus- 
trialists complain openly, or 


Germany’s economic aid from 
the United States had to go for 
food for hungry people. There- 
fore, they say, France has a 
competitive advantage which 
Germany must be allowed to 
catch up with. 

They talk of the need for a 
billion dollars of capital to mod- 
ernize the mines and another 
billion dollars for steel. 

Ardent free enterpriser in the 
Adenauer cabinet, Minister of 
Finance Fritz Schaeffer, is try- 
ing to meet the demand for 
capital to invest. He has re- 
duced income taxes 15 per cent 
and now is moving for a second 
reduction. Schaeffer believes 
that the middle class will invest 
the money they save in industry 
and thereby bring expansion and 
modernization. 

The amazing thing is that the 
German people are saving de- 
spite the memory of 1923, when 
it took a: bushel basket full of 
paper money to buy a loaf of 
bread, and the inflation after 
1945. Savings are reported to 
have increased in the last year 
by more than 50 per cent. 


Hard Work and Thrift. 

This goes back to the German 
capacity for hard work and 
thrift. Despite the fearful up- 
heayals and the succession of 
shocks in the last 20 years, that 
pattern seems to have survived. 
It has survived with much else 
that was Germanic—the respect 
for power and authority, the 
sense of rank and hierarchy and 
the privileges, and sometimes 
becomes arrogance. 

The trade unions in the coal 
and steel industry have just 
made new wage demands, but 
no one, least of all the union 
leaders, expects the increases 
to be granted. In fact, union 
leaders, despite price increases 
in certain items in the food bud- 
get, will give the employers ar- 
guments as to why no raise is 
possible. One reason is that 
3,000,000 tons of coal are piled 
above the ground. Another rea- 
son is the growing ineffective- 
ness of union organization. 
While the labor force increased 
last year by nearly 1,500,000, 
unions added less than 100,000 
to their membership. 

The number of hours lost by 
labor disputes has been negli- 
gible in the years of the recov- 
ery. This does not mean that 
conditions are favorable for the 
worker. The average German 
consumes less meat than did the 
average Britisher at the height 
of meat rationing. The cheap- 
est kind of store suits costs 
more than a week’s pay of the 
average worker, an automobile 
costs more than a year’s. The 
German worker does not think 
in terms of a car; he is begin- 
ning to buy a two-seater motor 
scooter that costs close to $1000. 

Per Capita Production. 

A look at the figures by 
American specialists in the High 
Commissioner’s office shows 
that production per man has ac- 
tually increased very little. 
Using the year 1938 as 100, per 
capita output for 1953 was 103.9. 

The work week in Germany 
is 48 hours. The more than 
10,000,000 refugees have swollen 
a work force that has consis- 
tently demonstrated its willing- 
ness to buckle down to the job. 

The figures spelling out the 
German miracle are impressive. 
In 1949, Germany had a squeaky 
gold and dollar balance of $150,- 
000,000; in 1952 it was $600,- 
000,000, and at the end of 1953, 
it was $1,200,000,000. 

There is today in Europe a 
mark gap as well as a dollar 
gap. At the same time. Ger- 
mans are beginning to enjoy 
themselves. They were always 
great travelers and now they 
are vacationing in droves all 
over Europe, but particularly in 
Italy and in countries where 
prices are a little lower than 
at home. 

Confidence—some would call 
it a suggestion of the arrogance 
of old—is rising corresponding- 
ly. The Ruhr industrialists com- 
plain of the restrictions put on 
Germany by participation in 
the European coal and steel 
pool, The plain intimation is 
that if the Germans could only 
get capital, preferably from the 
United States and be turned 
loose, they would once more 
quickly outstrip their continen- 
tal rivals. 

The Spirit Adenauer Curbs. 

This is a sort of go-it-alone 
spirit, and it is precisely the 
resurgence of this spirit that 
Chancellor Adenauer hopes to 
channel into the European De- 
fense Community and eventually 
the European political commu- 
nity. .

HERE have been rumors in 

Washington for several 

months of prospective scan- 
dals in the United States con- 
struction er in Spain. Two 
influential Senators, one pre- 
sumably working through a no- 
torious five percenter and the 
other through a group of Ger- 
man contractors, were supposed 
to have the inside track. 

After careful investigation on 
the spot, and with full knowl- 
edge of the so-called inside docu- 
ments which were being peddied 
in Washington, the writer is pre- 
pared te state that the base con- 
struction in Spain, will probably 
rank as the most economical, and 
possibly the cleanest, of any 
American post-war overseas cuon- 
struction. 


None of the American con- 
struction firms which were sup- 
posed to have been backed by 
the influential Senators has con- 
tracts in Spain 

As for giving a group of Ger- 
man firms the tmMside track, it 
is very doubtful that any con- 
struction organizations other 
than American and Spanish will 
be involved in any way. 


There are two reasons foi 
this: First, the agreement with 
Spain does not provide for the 
participation of anyone but 
United States and Spanish na- 
tionals, and, second, Spanish 
contractors who need technical 
or financial assistance will be 
better served through American 
contractors than through Ger- 
man. 


Speed Not Main Factor. 


In building the four strategic 
bomber bases in Spain, the 
United States is not attempting 
to trade dollars for time. It is 
not a crash program. Every ef- 
fort is being made to do the 
jobs as economically as possible. 


As far as possible in this type 
of construction, contracts will 
be let on a lump sum competi- 
tive bid basis. In order to make 
bids possible, it will be neces- 
sary to have detailed specifica- 
tions. These are now being pre- 
pared in Madrid by four well- 
known American firms of archi- 
tects and engineers. Associated 
with them are several Spanish 
architectural and engineering 
firms. 

The American architect-engi- 
neers are Frederick R. Harris 
of New York, Perreira & Luck- 
man of Los Angeles; Shaw, Metz

Principal Contractors. 


The prime contractors for the 
construction for four air bases 
and four naval facilities were 
selected by the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks of the Navy Depart- 
ment in Washington. These con- 
tractors have a long and honor- 
able record of performance in 
government and private work. 
They are the Raymond Concrete 
Pile Co. or New York; Brown & 
Root of Houston, Tex.; and the 
Walsh Construction Co. of Dav- 
enport, Ia. It might be re- 
marked that none of these con- 
tractors has figured in any of 
the fix rumors. 

For the contractors, it is a 
joint venture and all are equally 
responsible, financially and oth- 
erwise. Their contract is a cost- 
plus-fixed-fee management con- 
tract. Their primary function 
will be to let subcontracts on a 
competitive basis, to oversee 
construction, to buy materials 
which cannot be obtained in 
Spain, and to provide technical 
and financial assistance to sub- 
contractors who need it. 


The officer in charge of 
construction, Capt. Robert H. 
Meade, United States Navy, has 
announced his intention to use 
Spanish resources to the fullest 
extent possible, including labor, 
materials and Spanish contract- 
ing organizations.

The director of construction, 
R. Adm. Harold R, Johnson, is

Builders’ Association, which is 
paying $50 a month to each 
man during his training.

Some Firms Holding Back. 

Spanish contractors have 
shown some hesitancy about bid- 
ding for base work without some 
technical and management as- 
sistance from firms experienced 
in American designs and meth- 
ods. 


They have been informed by 
Capt. Meade that if the Spanish 
firm has the experience and 
ability to undertake a job on 
its own, it will gain nothing in 
seeking an American partner. 
Such help would be unnecessary. 
On the other hand, if the Span- 
ish contractor believes his abili- 
ty can be improved with an 
American partner for technical 
or financial backup, such a com- 
bination will not be objected to. 

The four air bases in Spain 
will be located at: Noron de la 
Frontere, 30 miles southeast of 
Seville; El Copera, 5 miles out 
of Seville; Zaragoza and Torre- 
jon, 10 miles from Madrid. 

El Copero will be the main 
air supply base. Seville is on 
the Quadalquiver river which 
can carry a 22-foot draft as far 
up as Seville. Torrejon, close 
to the communications center 
and capital of Spain, will be 
the headquarters base. 


The Navy is putting storage 
facilities and improving docks 
and storage at four places: The 
Spanish naval base of El Ferrol 
in northwest Spain; Cadiz on 
the Atlantic, which will have 
fuel storage and be the start- 
ing point of a pipeline running 
to Seville, Madrid and even- 
tually Zaragoza; Cartagena on 
the Mediterranean, and Machon

It may be doubted that this 
will be the end. The four air 
bases must be protected with 
fighter aircraft and anti-aircraft 
artillery. The United States 
will undoubtedly be presented 
with a tab for this later. For 
the current fiscal year $42,000,- 
000 is available for air base 
construction and $19,000,000 for 
naval construction. 


This all sounds fairly simple 
and straightforward. But it 
isn’t. Spain has a cement-pro- 
ducing capacity of about 12,000.,- 
000 barrels a year. This is all 
being used in the Spanish econ- 
omy. The base construction next 
year will require as much as 
one-quarter of the Spanish ca- 
pacity. Spanish cement does not 
meet American specifications. 
Thé machinery is all old and 


deavor by the American Road}the grinding is not fine enough; 


the coal used has too much ash 
content and lowers the quality 
of the cement. 


The answer appears to be to 
import $1,000,000 worth of ce- 
ment. But, at the same time 
the United States is building 
base$ in Spain and providing 
military assistance, it is also 
assisting the Spanish economy. 

So one of the problems be- 
ing argued is whether it would 
not be better to bring in $100,- 
000 worth of cement machinery 
and $200,000 worth of suitable 
coal and so obtain the cement 
from Spain. Such cement would 
be cheaper than imported ce- 
ment and Spain's economy 
would benefit at the same time. 

The advances, after machinery 
and coal, could be paid back in 
cement deliveries. . 

The same idea could be car- 
ried farther and $50,000 worth 
of coal-mining and washing ma- 
chinery could be imported to 
improve the quality of Spanish 
coal rather than to import $200,- 
000 worth of coal. 

Spanish labor is highly intelli- 
gent and hard-working. Pay-per- 
day is somewhere near pay-per- 
hour in the United States for 
equivalent skills. Wages are set 
by the government and employ- 
ment is arranged through gov- 
ernment syndicates. 


American coffstruction will 
not, therefore, serve to increase 
wages. But the law of supply 
and demand works in spite of 
controls. A mild inflation of 
rents has already taken place in 
Madrid. When construction 
starts, it is inevitable that the 
effects will be felt in spite of 
controls. 

A poor economy such as 
Spain’s cannot receive such mas- 
sive doses of dollars as the 
American construction programs, 
military assistance and economic 
assistance will provide without 
showing effects in increased 
prices.

Builders Spark | 
Housing Drive

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
The nation’s home builders this 
month open a campaign to spark 
greater construction of housing 
for Negroes and other _minority 


groups. 

The drive has stemmed from 
two causes: A feeling among 
builders that they have not met 
the needs of the 16,000,000 “non- 
whites” in the population and a 
rising awareness of the “vast” 
and potentially profitable mar- 
ket in minority housing. 

President Eisenhower helped 
kick off the campaign when, in 
his housing Message to Con- 
gress, he promised that the 


Government will “take steps to’ | 


insure that families of minority 

groups... have a fair opportu- 

— to acquire adequate hous- 
g ” ; 


Among these steps, the Presi- 
dent said, would be encourage- 
ment for “ adequate mortgage 
financing” for’ o> ge for 
families.« Financing is perhaps 
the crucial roadblock holding 
Back construction of minority 
housing. 

Campaign Kickoff. 

The National Association of 
Home Build representing 
29,000 build kicked off the 
campaign by publishing a full- 
scale report on.the “risks ‘and 
rewards” of building homes for 
the non-whites. The report, ap- 
pearing in the March issue of. 
its monthly magazine, “Correla- 
tor,” will be read by practically 
every builder in the industry. 

The N.A.H.B,. also made puB- 
elic in the magazine the results 
of a December survey on minor- 


ity housing “activity.” 
About one third of the 
N.A.H.B.’s more than 200 re- 


gional associations participated 
fn the survey, and of these 
about half reported “no mem- 
bers” were building homes for 
Negroes or other non-whites. 
Many of the others reported that 
only one or two of their mem- 
bers active in constructing such 
homes. 

The principal complaint was 
that mortgage money was not 
available to finance minority 
homes, Lenders, according to 
the builders, are “reluctant” to 
make money available to Ne- 
groes and other non-whites. 

Part of the N.A.H.B, campaign 
fs to re-educate lenders and 
builders that Negroes and other 
non-whites are “good risks.” 

Sees Boom Ahead. 

The association cites the ex-. 
perience of an Ohio builder, He 
reported that Negroes “make a 
better borrower than the aver- 
age white—because they realize 
that the future of loans to their 
people is dependent upon their 
payment records.”

We're addicted to phesnee? 
at our house — which isn't as 
alarming as it sounds. One of 
the easiest and most diverting of 
sciences, phenology concerns it- 
self with such things as the 
first crocus, the first robin, the 
first bluebell or dogwood bloom. 
Continuing through the sea- 
son we may note the first flow- 
ers of the hemerocallis, the first 
roses, the first ripe tomatoes and 
tender corn, the most precocious 
of the mums, the first day when 
the goldenrod changes from 
green to sunny yellow. Accord- 
ing to our rules we may also 
record the last of things—the 
last of the spring bulbs, the last 
tomato, the last rose,. the very 
last bloom in the garden. 

Our unpredictable climate 


sometimes juggles these records 
in a most confusing way, with 
first and lasts all mixed up to- 
gether. I remember the season 
when Phlox sublata put out nu- 
merous flowers in late Decem- 
r, and then kept blooming at 
intervals through January.

MOSCOW. 


WENTY-FOUR hours after I 
arrived here I was sitting in 
a cafe having a cup of tea, 
when I overheard a conversation 
at the next table. It was started 
by a man who had to wait the 
usual half-hour before a waiter 
even showed up with the menu. 

“Comrade,” said the man, “do 
you know all about the drive for 
consumer goods?” 

“Of course,” said the waiter. 

“And you know about the 
drive for better service?” 

“Ten.” 

“All right, comrade. 
have a sample of it!” 

Though I wasn’t aware of it 
at the e, I'd witnessed a bit 
of by-play on Russia’s New Look 
—as contradictory a look as ever 
you'll find. But this land of 
rubles is full of contradictions. 
Today wiser by a month of 
travel inside the Soviet Union, 
the only thing I’m certain of is 
that the place is loaded’ with 
Communists. 

On second thought, even this 
statement is misleading. By the 
Russians’ own admission “true 
Communism” hasn't yet been 
reached; the way events are go- 
ing Nit’ll probably never be 
reached. In any case, the Rus- 
sians themselves prefer to say 
they have Socialism. 

In some respects I'd say they 
have mid-Victorianism. I haven't 
seen young couples holding 
hands in a stroll through the 
park; such practice is cofisidered 
undignified. And I have noticed 
that statues of nudes are now 
being draped in loin cloths. 
Buildings that are under con- 
struction avoid the streamlined 
architecture and fittings of the 
mid-30s. Instead, they boast or- 
nate glass chandeliers, potted 
rubber plants, heavy marble 
pillars and rococo roofs, that 
look like layers of a wedding 
cake. If Dickens were around 
he’d have no trouble recogniz- 
ing some of the-frills of his era. 
School kids,best dressed and 
most pampered citizens of Rus- 
sia, weet black uniforms and 
elabefate bibs cut in a style 
straight out of Pickwick Papers.

Nevertheless, waiters 
and cloakroom attendants expect 
a tip. But money itself is mean- 
ingless unless the people can 
put it to use. Now there’s a 
renewed play on the old bour- 
geois concept of personal initia-~ 
tive—and, tied in with it, re- 
wards. That's the news of the 
moment, first sprung officially 
when Malenkov announced that 
for the next two or three years 
Soviet resources would be con- 
centrated ‘on improving the 
quantity and quality of food- 
stuffs and manufactured goods— 
from canned fish and candy to 
footwear and furniture. Already 
you see in stores rows of shiny 
tricycles, and pots and pans, 
and cheese and eggs, previously 
available only in scanty supply. 

On the surface, a city such 
as Moscow strikes the new- 
comer with a couple of startling 
first impressions. You're sur- 
prised to discover s0 many bus- 
ses, trucks, taxis and cars on 


po road, maneuvering wildly 


through the pedestrians who in- 
sist on spilling over from the 
sidewalks. The people—a large 
number of them in military uni- 
form—walk with a determined, 
step, as though accomplishing a 
vital mission: There are some 
who must, by necessity, hobble 
along. I’ve never seen anywhere 
so many one-legged men and 
women, constant reminder that 
Russia lost 7,000,000 in the war. 

Then you're surprised to see 
how the main avenues are scru- 
pulously clean—if only because 
squads of women, in quilted 
coats and white aprons, toil 
night and day to brush them 
down with coarse brooms and 
to chip the ice. I think that 
other centers — notably Lenin-

grad in the north and Tiflis in 
the south—are prettier and more 
appealing. But Moscow is in- 
tended as the showplace, attract- 
ing visitors from the rest of the 
Soviet Union or from satellite 
countries. It even has a few un- 
obtrusive blue and red neon 
signs, tucked on the side of 
buildings, which proclaim: “Citi- 
zens, the smartest way to travel 
is by taxi. mene: oeysl.” 


ATER, wits re ak by some- 
thing negative—an awesome 
lack of color. Buildings have 

a facade of faded and chipped 
pellet plaster. The people all 
wear the same dreary shades of 
gray and black and brown, and 
the women, many of them with 
dull babooshkas, or shawls, over 
their heads, are particularly un- 
glamorous, despite a new fetish 
about using pink nail polish. 
The only real color I've been 
able to find in Moscow is in the 
little pushcarts from which arti- 
ficial flowers are sold. 

The contrasts stand out. Many 
of Moscow's streets still have 
the cobblestones of Czarist days. 
New apartment houses are 
erected half a block from rows 
of dilapidated frame huts ‘some 
of the huts, incongruously, boast- 
ing television antennas). Drive 


10 miles out of the city and you 
might be anywhere in the sprawl- 
ing Ukraine or the interior. 
‘Homes and farmhouses are un- 


painted log cabins, with straw 
or shingle roofs. Streets are un- 
paved and muddy, and a lone 
water pump serves an entire 
community. Even so-called main 
highways are narrow and rutted, 
and an excursion by car requires 
courage and patience. 

Almost everyone works—hus- 
band, wife, grown children. The 
average wage is 800 rubles ($200) 
a month, but family earnings 
might run to 2000 rubles ($500) 
a month. Out of this, the wage- 
earner must pay income tax— 
an average of 10 per cent. In 
Moscow, which is both the cap- 
ital and the largest industrial 
center, overcrowding is a major 
problem (other cities aren't so 
hard pressed) and half a dozen 
families may have to share the 
same kitchen in a communal 
apartment block. Usually, four 
people sieep in one bedroom. 
Just by peering through win- 
dows from the street, I’ve 
counted the cots that overflow 
into corridors. 

Rents are relatively low—about 
five per cent of a man’s salary. 
(The State, of course, is the 
landlord.) A Russian family 
makes their main diet of fish, 
bread, potatoes and borscht — 
the traditional Russian soup of 
cabbage and chunks of meat, 
which people eat for breakfast 
as well as lunch. There's no ra- 
tioning. Price alone determines 
what a shopper can buy, though

some things are in short supply. 
If you want a TV set you may 
have to wait six months. 


Shops in most cities look alike, 
since they all bear the imprint 
of the same boss—the State. 
Walk along Gorki street, one of 
Moscow's main shopping streets, 
and you find a cross-section: A 
perfume store that sells eau 
de Cologne in imitation French 
bottles and packages, though the 
product itself bears little re- 
semblance to the original; an 
electrical-appliance store, with 
electric kettles, irons, radios, re- 
frigerators; a record store which 
sells long-playing and conven- 
tional records, at low prices. 
Generally, however, prices are 
steep and goods are unexciting 
in appearance or quality. A 
cheap electric refrigerator costs 
the combined month’s earnings 
of the average family. A printed 
rayon or cotton dress eats up the 
week's salary of a typist. A man 
has to work three days for a 
shirt of inferior workmanship 
and fabric. 


Department stores and gas- 
tronoms (food shops) are crowd- 
ed. The fancier gastronoms are 
large and ornate, complete with 
chandeliers and ‘brass festoon- 
ing. You line up first at the 
counter to find the price of a 
tin of condensed milk or a tin 
of peas ($2 each) or a pound of 
pork ($2.50). Then you line up 
beside the battery of 12 cashiers, 
pay the price and get a stamped 


receipt, You line up once more 


at the food counter to present 
the receipt and pick up your 
items. If you get fed up with 
this lengthy process, you can 
pause at a special booth and 
have a glass of Russian cham- 
pagne for five rubles. 


Fresh fruits and vegetables 
are difficult to come by. Dis- 
tribution is so sporadic that 
when apples arrive on the mar- 
ket you see a queue of women 
two blocks long. But the price 
of essentials is kept down—a 
two-pound loaf of bread costs 
only two rubles. Items classed 
as luwuries are high. Last year 
Israeli oranges were landed at 
50 kopeks an orange, and sold 
at 5 rubles an orange—a mark- 
up of 900 per cent. Since the 
Government is the businessman, 
it makes the profit.

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Unique Program for Women 


- New York State Gives Them Advice on How to Start Own Businesses 


: ; 
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CONSULTANTS FROM THE NEW YORK STATE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE TALK TO A WOMAN WHO WANTS TO GO INTO THE HOME- 
MADE DOLL BUSINESS.

NEW YORK, March’6. 


LMOST every housewife 

who ever battled with a 

budget has probably wished 
at one time or another that she 
could find some way to start a 
little pin-money business of her 
own. Not only would the extra 
cash come in handy for family 
finances, but a small busirress- 
on-the-side would provide a nice, 
satisfying sense of accomplish- 
ment and perhaps just a little 
feeling of independence. 


Nor is the urge to be head of 
a small business limited to 
harassed housewives. There's 
many a stenographer who'd like 
to toss her typewriter out the 
window, and be her own boss. 
There are widows who would 


like to find a way to supplement 
their incomes and mothers who, 
with their kids grown, find time 
on their hands that they'd like 
to put to profitable use. : 


To help women who want to 
establish their own businesses, 
New York state has a unique 
program under the New York 
Department of Commerce. It is 
called the Woman's Program, 
the only state-financed service 
of its kind in the country. It 
was set up after the war to “‘pro- 
vide assistance to women of New 
York who want to market home 
products, open or éxpand a shop 
or service, or start a small busi- 
ness of thelr own.” 


“It was born in answer to 
what Gov. Dewey felts to be a 
responsibility of the state to- 
ward thousands of women who 
had contributed to the war ef- 
fort,” explains Jane .H. Todd, 
Commerce Department Deputy 
Commissioner, who directs the 
Woman's Program. “More than 
2,000,000 had been regularly em- 
ployed during the war, the 
larger part of them in essential 
war industries; over 30,000 
women had enlisted in the war 
services and would return to 
the state for peacetime employ- 
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ment. Another: million and a 
half had completely altered 
their lives. in order to work, 
part or full-time, in essential 
voluntary capacity. Return to 
peacetime activities threatened 
many of these women with un- 
willing inactivity and in many 
cases hardship.” 


A success from the start, the 
program has today helped thou- 
sands of women in New York 
state to establish their own busi- 
nesses. To its .thrice-yearly 
“Business of Your Own” clinics, 
held in various parts of the 
state, women by the hundreds 
bring their products or their 
ideas and receive free advice 
from experts in various fields 
as to whether these products 
and ideas are marketable. 


At least 65 per cent of.the 
women who seek help are past 
40. 


“They're women who have 
either finished rearing a family, 
have retired from a job or who 
just don’t want to work for 
someone else ariy longer,” says 
Miss Kitty Whitener, secretary 
of the program. 


Most women want to establish 
businesses of the pin-money va- 
riety—selling cookies or mak- 
ing dolls—but it often turns out 
that a pin-money enterprise

They 
may have by their business prof- 
its been able to support them- 
selves, or supplement their hus- 
band’s earnings, or put a son 
through college.

N the interest of international diet, I ate fish soup and

The best dinner in the 
Orient I had at Sukiya- 
Ryo. Sukiya-Ryo is on a 
lantern-lighted little street. 
Half a block from the mod- 
ern Ginza in Tokyo. I had 
dinner with Ken Cole who 
stayed there for business 
when the Navy left. We 
sat on the floor, of course. 

The waitress brings first 
a steaming hot towel. You 
wipe your face and hands. It is surprisingly refreshing. 

She brings tea with bean cake and little pots of hot 
sake, a rice wine. There is quite a ceremony to it. They 
pour it in something like a thimble-size egg cup. You take 
the cup with your thumb and forefinger. Your middle fin- 
ger goes in the dent in the bottom. As soon as you finish, 
she fills it again. And again. This is apt to put you pretty 
full of hot sake. The trick is to turn the cup down on the 
table.

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@ THE WAITRESS then brought sashimi. The sliced raw 
fish that you dip in ginger and soy sauce. Then she settled 
down to the sukiyaki. 

Sukiyaki is quite simple. They cook it over a charcoal 
brazier in a flat pan. You melt butter in the bottom. Put 
in beef sliced paper thin. When it is half cooked, you add 
mushrooms, bamboo shoots and onions. Cook it eight min- 
utes and add sugar, sake, soy bean cake, green onions, 
gourmet powder and soy sauce. 

Everything is laid out with an eye to color and decora- 
tion. The waitress kept up a constant conversation. The 
Japanese believe that you should be entertained while you 
eat. Which is not a bad idea.

CHICAGO, March 6. 


just ate some bread that was 

two years old. I nibbled on a 

pecan roll and yellow cake 
that had been around for more 
than six months. I drank some 
fresh-like orange juice that had 
been quickly whipped up from 
a powder with tap water, right 
in front of my eyes. And then 
I had some cream of pea soup 
that was born swiftly from a 
marriage of a powder mixed 
with warm (but not boiling) wa- 
ter. 


Elsewhere in the same build- 
ing I talked to scientists at work 
on a liquid meal which may be 
fed to faster-than-sound jet pi- 
lots who are too pre-occupied to 
hold and chew a sandwich. I in- 
spected booths where samples of 
coffee or peanut -butter are 
pushed through little slots in 
the wall at human guinea pigs 
who gravely taste and rate them. 
Then I lunched on one-year-old 
chop suey in a dining room 
where table signs said: ‘‘No con- 
versation— Just concentration, 
please.” 


All the food I was fed was 
delicious, but that wasn’t nearly 
as surprising as its source: the 
Quartermaster Food and Con- 
tainer Institute for the Armed 
Forces. On the fifth and sixth 
floors of the Chicago Quarter- 
master Depot, this assembly of 
300 civilian and military scien- 
tists and administrators has set 
up a merry-go-round of labora- 
tories and kitchens dedicated to 
the palate of the boy whose 
mother didn’t raise him to be 
a soldier. 


Mom is an important person- 
age around here. Institute ex- 
perts confess openly that they’re 
out to bring her touch to mass 
cookery and now they’re even 
showing her a trick or two. In 
some cases Institute research 
created foods so tasty that Mom 
may soon buy them from her 
grocer to feed the family. 


As a hardy survivor of my 
World War II mess sergeant’s 
ministrations (I never faced 
shells more deadly than some 
of his concoctions) I’m inclined 
to scoff at the loving care ex- 
pended on the stomachs of to- 
day’s G.I.’s. But when I remem- 
ber the mountains of bad but 
costly food they used to cook 
for us, and the speed with which 
we dumped it into the garbage 
cans, I turn a taxpayer’s ap- 
proving eye on the scientific ap- 
proach they’re taking here.

OLICITUDE for the fighting 

man’s gastric comfort has un- 

leashed some staggering proj- 
ects. Marion Bollman, for in- 
stance, is laboring on the first 
revision of the Army-Air Force 
cook book since the darkest days 
of World War II. As director 
of the Institute’s experimental 
cookery division, this calm. and 
cheerful dietitian bears perhaps 
more responsibility than any 
cook on earth. The volume with 
which she is grappling carries 
the unflattering title of “Recipes 
TM10-412 AFM146-3,” but it’s 
the book mess sergeants live by. 
A pinch of salt directed into the 
wrong pot could conceivably 
send millions of men all over 
the world scurrying to the water 
fountains. 


The recipe testing will require 
18 months of intensive cooking 
and eating in Miss Bollman’s 
kitchen and dining room. The 
day I looked in on her she was 
testing meat loaf. It was one of 
seven tests in which Miss Boll- 
man was juggling such ingre- 
dients as red pepper, garlic, all- 
spice and cloves. One day there 
had been too much cloves in 
‘the meat loaf and nearly all was 
left uneaten. but everybody ap- 
proved the use of bread crumbs 
to make the dish fluffier. 

I had some meat loaf and it 
was fine. The testers who were 
quietly munching a free lunch 
at the surrounding tables were 
selected employes of the Quar- 
termaster Depot, including ev-

Alcan highway project) and her 
contact with male mess ser- 
geants is necessarily close. She 
says they’re getting pretty fussy. 
She even found one who was 
field-testing hamburger patties, 
and since the test called for 
five-ounce patties he was weigh- 
ing each patty separately. 

I said things have sure 
changed and she said they sure 
have. 
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THEN conferred with David 
[e. Peryam, a psychologist and 
chief of the acceptance division. 
He worries about the comments 
of Miss Bollman’s guinea pigs 
and also bosses the more exact- 
ing testers who work in panels 
of about 20 persons and taste 
innumerable small samples of 
milk, coco or whatever is be- 
ing put through the mill. 


The panelists work in shielded 
booths so they won't gossip or 
be otherwise distracted. Ajr- 
conditioning keeps out cooking 
odors. Panelists are fed through 
slots so they won't be swayed 
by what they might glimpse of 
preparatory methods or labels 
suggesting, for example, that 
they’re about to taste food 
that’s several years old. Panels 
convene from 9:30 to 11 a.m. 
and 1:80 to 3 p.m. They’re sup- 
posed to be hungry enough to 
feel like eating buf not hungry 
enough to be too tolerant. 


Lately the acceptance people 
have been running so-called 
psycho-physiological studies to 
find out why people taste what 
they say they taste. It’s been 
found that tastes can be changed 
by doctoring the odors smelled 
while eating. So you may find 
a panelist tasting a weak sour 
solution from a little jigger 
while simultaneously sticking his 
nose into a tube filled with an 
alcohol substance that has a rose 
oil odor. How weak a solution 
will still taste sour to him? The 
answer might short-cut the trial- 
and-error process now neces- 
sary to develop, say, a new syn- 
thetic lemon drink. 


How do the acceptance chiefs 
know that the tastes of their 
tasters is the same as that of 
a G.I. customer? They looked 
into that and made a intriguring 
discovery: it’s true‘that tastes 
vary widely (with home back- 
ground, for instance, or the part 
of the country you come from), 
but average preferences don't. 
Take a couple dozen men and 
women of all ages and back- 
grounds from the Chicago quar- 
termaster depot and feed them 
peanut butter; then take the 
same number of G.ls at any 
camp and feed them the same 
peanut butter. The number who 
like the stuff reasonably well 
will be about the same in both 
groups. 

The institute doesn’t rest with 
its Chicago findings, though. It 
moves into the field and polls 
soldiers with questionnaires. 
Years of questioning revealed, 
among many other things, that 
fresh milk, fried chicken, fresh 
tomatoes and bread afe about 
the most popular items you can 
feed a man in the field. Corn- 
on-the-cob rated surprisingly 
high on the hit parade. But- 
tered turnips, candied parsnips

and iced coffee rated at the 
bottom. 

In the animal room of the nu- 
trition division, attractive Doris 
Calloway, a researcher with a 
doctorate as a nutritionist, dem- 
onstrated another method of 
checking on G.I. food. She put 
a white rat into a gadget known 
as an activity cage. It’s an in- 
¢losed spinning wheel that 
checks how placid or active rats 
become on certain diets. When 
a rat feels like exercising it 
trots, thereby spinning the 
wheel, and the amount of spin- 
ning is recorded. For other ex- 
periments the wheel is fitted 
with a belt and a motor spins it. 
The wheel becomes a treadmill. 
The rat must run to keep from 
turning over. It runs althie a 
fixed amount or until exhausted, 
depending on what results are 
wanted. 


some new C-rations. Scien- 

tists grind up everything 
contained in the ration, exclud- 
ing cigarettes, chewing gum, 
pepper and salt but including 
the coffee. The product has the 
texture of baby food and the 
rats liked it right away. 

“Rats do beautifully on C- 
rations,” said Dr. Calloway. “So 
do monkeys, but they don’t like 
the coffee.” 

By altering stresses, tempera- 
tures and quantities of food to 
which the animals are exposed, 
Institute researchers are learn- 
ing a lot about the probable ca- 
pacities of humans. They hope 
eventually to come up with a 
new survival ration that will 
workin the Arctic as well as in 
jungles or deserts. 

The institute likes to bolster 
science with natural know-how. 
Joe Cryns, 68-year old chief of 
baking experiments, started bak- 
ing in Germany 54 years ago and 
has been with the institute for 
10 years. Almost immediately he 
began working on canned white 
bread that would keep in storage 
for a long time. No such thing 
existed and some of his tests ran 
for over two years. Today, thanks 
to Cryns, the armed forces have 
such a bread and the new 
C-rations also contain canned 
pecan. roll and fruit cake, I

Cryns even devised a way of 
making whole wheat bread over- 
seas and the quartermaster got 
a patent on the process. Whole 
wheat flour couldn't be shipped 
abroad because it deteriorated 
rapidly. Under the Cryns process, 
grain is shipped to the mill to 
make white flour. In the process 
the mill removes 28 per cent of 
the grain which is roughage. 
This is heat-treated, shipped 
abroad separately and there re- 
combined with white flour.. The 
heat-treatment improves the fla- 
vor and at least one commercial 
4 ane is. already adopt- 
ng it.

NOTHER item that may soon 
A reach grocers is an orange 

juice powder developed here 
by fruit and vegetable experts 
from a method pioneered by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. It’s an orange- 
colored powder with the consist- 
ency of sugar. It’s simply mixed 
with water, one pound of powder 
making about three quarts of 
juice. It tasted like good frozen 
juice to me, and while it won't 
be cheaper than the frozen kind 
(unless better ways can be de- 
vised to package the powder), 
it'll save Mom precious freezer 
space. The powder can be kept 
on the pantry shelf. 

The orange juice team also 
got me to taste some cream of 
potato and cream of onion soup, 
which proved to be no hardship. 
The orion soup looked like the 
potato soup (almost white), but 
each tasted as advertised and 
the onion soup even had little 
pieces of toasted onions in it. 
The remarkable thing was that 
the experimenters whipped up 
the soups in a jiffy by mixing 
a bit of powder in warm water. 
After all, a G.I. in his foxhole 
usually doesn’t have a pot of 
boiling water handy but he 
could warm some up and make 
his soup and that’s the idea. 

The fruit and vegetable boys 
are doing some fancy dehydrat- 
ing, too. Before long they hope 
to save the Government millions 
of dollars each year by dehydrat- 
ing green beans and shipping 
them around the world with all 
moisture removed. Corn and lima 
beans should be next. 

In the animal products divi- 
sion I was shown how the insti- 
tute has applied the same econ- 
omy measure to bacon. By re- 
moving moisture and fat, one 
and a half pounds of bacon has 
been stuffed into a five-ounce 
can without spoiling the taste. 
Nothing like it is on the market. 

I also tasted some fresh bacon 
cured by a process that takes 72 
hours instead ‘of the traditional 
two to four weeks and I nibbled 
on C-rations containing such 
revolutionary delicacies (in smal] 
cans for field consumption) as 
chop suey, meat balls and baked 
beans in tomato sauce and tuna 
fish with noodles, peas and red 
peppers. None of this may sound 
spectacular to non-veterans, but 
I think anyone who was exposed 
for days to C-rations with a 
choice of beans or beans will be 
pleased. The tuna fish dish is 
the first fish item ever tested 
for C-rations.

HE meat boys mentioned

On Playing 
Chopin

S Chopin’s music will un- 

doubtedly be a staple ele- 

ment in piano programs for 
a long time to come, any dis- 
cussion that may lead to a bet- 
ter understanding of its essen- 
tial character should be interest- 
ing to musicians—especially 
piano students—and to the pub- 
lic as well. “The Legacy of 
Chopin” by Jan Holeman (Phil- 
osophical Library) provides the 
material for such a discussion. 
The factual stuff that he offers 
is not new but its concentration 
in. one small volume makes it 
a convenient introduction to 
Chopin’s own procedures in com- 
posing, performing and teach- 
ing. Holeman, I may add, is 
most serviceable when he sticks 
to the record. His opinions 
about “the performer’s rights 
of interpretation” can be argued, 
of course; but Holeman is usual- 
ly satisfied with flat assertions 
unsupported by analytical rea- 
soning. ; 

In his own playing Chopin 
used a relatively small dynamic 
range extending between mezzo 
forte and pianissimo. He com- 
pensated for this inability to 
produce a big sonority by “richly 
nuanced dynamics.” It may be 
‘ assumed, therefore, that his dy- 
namic contrasts were artistically 
effective though scaled differ- 
ently from other pianists. After 
all “loud” and “soft” are rela- 
tive.

BEING COMMITTED to a 
narrow dynamic scale, exactness 
of control became all the more 
imperative. Chopin evidently 
had it. Kalbrenner was en- 
chanted by his “velvet touch,” 
and Schumann in describing 
Chopin’s performance of the 
Etude in E Flat Major said that 
“all the little notes could be 
heard distinctly” and produced 
the impression of an “undulat- 
ing A Flat major chord.” His 
pianissimo was both delicate and 
distinct but he almost never 
used the left pedal because he 
regarded the duller sound as 
unnatural. 

Holeman believes that Cho- 
pin’s delicate style of perform- 
ance was not so much a matter 
of artistic choice as of physical 
necessity. He did not have 
strong hands and arms, he re- 
grétted that his forte was “very 
poor and he wished he were ca-

CHOPIN’S OWN WORDS on 
this subject are pertinent. When 
speaking of none other than 
Liszt he wrote in a letter to a 
friend: ‘Today when he plays 
my works, he no longer adds as 
much as one note—not since I 
paid him a few well salted com- 
pliments. I'll always say/to any- 
ome, play them as they are writ- 
ten, and if you don’t like them, 
compose for yourself instead of 
ctawling into other people's 
compositions like a pig in a gar- 
den.’ 


Playing works ‘“‘as they are 
written” cannot mean a literal 
and unthinking observance of 
the score; but the conscientious 
study of a work always brings 
‘into view a certain area of oper- 
ation which is extended only at 

risk of distortion. Dragging 

ot time values and exaggera- 

of dynamics are typical 

of distortion in perform- 

ances of Chopin and other com- 
poser’s works.

made of one of the unusual 
worsted or tweed-like cottons 
which arrived in the advance 
spring collections of the Ameri- 
can designers can count herself 
lucky. What Americastarted in 
the way of year-round cotton 
costumes, Paris has indorsed. In- 
stead of launching revolutionary 
silhouettes, the French designers 
have fallen in line with our 
American fashion creators and 
concentrated their attention 
upon fabrics, especially the dis- 
tinctive versions of cotton ma- 
terials. 

Reports from the Paris open- 
ings give cotton a featured po- 
sition similar to that in the lead- 
ing style center of the United 
States. Coats and accessories 
as well as dresses and suits are 
being made of cotton. Much of 
it is so altered in appearance 
from the cotton fabrics of sev- 
eral seasons ago that it takes a 
fabric tag and the eyes of an ex- 
pert to accurately describe its 
content. There are thick-ribbed 
cotton ottomans for coats, cot- 
ton tweeds for suits, cotton jer- 
seys and striped piques for cas- 
ual wear, and many new cloque 
and matelasse weaves for day 
and evening dresses. 

The vogue of polished cotton 
which began here a year ago and 
has increased in popularity is 
recognized by. the French cou- 
ture group as is the fashionable 
appeal of the sheer materials. 
Cotton satin is a favorite among 
the cottons in the polished mood. 
Batiste, cotton tulle and cotton 
laces are prominent ‘among the 
sheer types. It’s a printed sea- 
son, too, in Paris just as it is in 
this country. Printed cottons 
dominate several colléctions, ac- 
cording to the reports from the 
recent openings. The floral 
themes, ranging from large roses 
to tiny, field flowers scattered 
in profusion over the surface of 
a fabric, are repeating the pref- 
erences of designers on this side 
of the Atlantic. Etching designs 
from the eighteenth century, 
dots, marbleized effects, stripes, 
checks and small geometrical 
patterns further indicate how 
patterned some of the smartest 
surfaces are this year. 

Significance of white for en- 
tire dresses as well as for cos- 
tume accents becomes greater 
with the news that Dior and 
Balenciaga like white and use 
it extensively. Dior, for exam- 
ple, features many embroidered 
white cotton evening dresses. 
He also introduces a striking 
white organdy coat to be worn 
over organdy dresses. Balenciaga 
prefers white pique for summer 
party dresses, most of which 
have a Spanish emphasis in 
their silhouettes. Every de- 
signer has included some white 
embroidered organdy dresses, so 
this may serve as the suggestion 
to St. Louis women who are 
now buying materials for formal 
party dresses for themselves or 
for their daughters. 
coats of white cotton ottoman 
are prominent, too, while Desses 
starts a new fashion in wedding 
gowns by introducing white 
cloque pique. 

Among the cotton accessories 
with the Paris indorsement are 
pique flowers, scarfs, and gloves. 
The four-in-hand ties which 
have been seen in St. Louis to 
complement the new shirtmaker 
dresses are made of cottons in- 
stead of hand-knitted, and pro- 
vide colorful accents to tailored 
clothes. Most of these ties, as 
Paris designers show them, are

for entire hats. Some match 
dresses or coats. Others are 
chosen in a gay printed design 
to provide the splash of color 
for a costume. Cotton shoes are 
plentiful, too. The majority of 
these have tiny Louis heels. 

ome feature old-fashioned 
lower patterns. Others are of 
cotton grosgrain. The new alli- 
ance of Christian Dior and Her- 
man Delman in the creation of 
women’s footwear again links 
America with France in the 
fields of fashion design. 


Women wishing to include a 
Parisian flare in their new ward- 
robes may find some helpful 
suggestions in the way the 
French designers are using the 
cotton fabrics. Jacques Fath, 
for example, shows many black 
and white printed piques in his 
new corselet-fitted line, accord- 
ing to the National Cotton Coun- 
cil’s Paris correspondent.

Cigarettes 
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Answers to 
Housewives’

RS. M.M.W. of Paducah, Ky., 

wants to know if we can 

recommend a good book or 
pamphlet on making slip covers. 
Seems she has trouble “pinning 
them on right.” 


There are many excellent 
books on sewing, Mrs. W., and 
most of them contain chapters 
on how to make slip covers. 
Look them over at your local 
library, book store or sewing 
machine shop. 


You also might write to the 
Superintendent of Documents, 
United States Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D.C., in- 
closing 10 cents and requesting 
the U.S.D.A. Farmers’ Bulletin 
No. 1873 entitled “Slip Covers 
for Furniture.” This leaflet is 
quite comprehensive, covering 
the choice of fabrics, estimated 
yardage and detailed instructions 
for construction. 


A second sewing question 
comes from Mrs. J.W.Z., East 
St. Louis, who asks: “Could you 
please tell me of any way I 
could sew on curtains made of 
fiber glass? I ripped off the ruf- 
fling to make it fuller, but every 
time I try to sew on it the 
material cuts as though I were 
using a knife.” 

I discussed your problem with 
a sewing teacher, who thought 
that the trouble might be caused 
by using too heavy a pressure 
on your sewing machine. She 
suggested that you adjust the 
pressure to make it very loose, 
and also that you lengthen the 
stitch to about eight or 10 
stitches to the inch.

SEVERAL WEEKS AGO Mrs. 
M.J.B. brought up the contro- 
versial subject of a metallic 
taste to the coffee made in her 
automatic percolator.

Since the 
house is almost devoid of 
furniture, guests were also 
asked to bring stools to sit 
on.

The guests deposited their 
gouter — cookies, sandwiches 
and soft drinks—in the spa- 
cious kitchen and consumed it 
not tea-wise from polished 
silver and gleaming crystal, 
but when hunger demanded, 
off kitchen tables. 


The stools were conspicu- 
ous by their absence but 
were not needed. Older 
guests occupied the few 
chairs and sofas still eviiiabia 
and told nostalgic stories of 
their own early lives in Flor- 
issant Valley when other an- 
cestral homes dotted the 
countryside before airports, 
big business and crackerbox 
houses. 


The next younger genera- 
tion remembered parties and 
a wedding or two at Glen 
Owen when the “boys” were 
young, when dressing for din- 
ner every night was a must, 
when giant ice boxes con- 
tained enough turkeys and 
“bull neck,” the boys’ slang 
for roast beef, that dinner 
planned for the family could 
be expanded in an hour to 
serve 30. 


The small fry, those old 
enough to walk, swarmed over 
the house, rode the chair lift 
to the second floor, raced 
over lawn and fields and even 
rode a tractor down the drive- 
ways. Many of them were 
seeing Glen Owen for the 
first and last time. 

No ene knows how old Glen

The 250 legislators pres- 
ent dove under desks, ran for exits or stood in gaping dis- 
— at what was happening. 
ive Congressmen fell wounded—Alvin M. Bentley (Rep.), 
Michigan; Kenneth A. Roberts (Dem.), Alabama; Ben F. Jen- 
sen (Rep.), lowa; Clifford Davis (Dem.), Tennessee, and George 
Fallon (Dem.), Maryland. Fellow representatives clustered 
about them as the shooting stopped. In the gallery, specta- 
tors, attendants and police overpowered the woman and two 
of her men companions. 
They identified themselves as Mrs. Lolita Lebron, 34-year- 


old divorcee and mother of two children; Rafael Mir 

and Andres Cordero, 29. Later Irving bene acduoeae 77 
who police said was with the other three, was arrested at 
a Washington bus depot. He denied having been in the 
House gallery with the others. All four are natives of Puerto 
Rico but residents of New York. Each was held in $100,000 
bail on a charge of assault with intent to murder. 

Police said the four are members of the same group of 
Puerto Rico Nationalists that tried to assassinate former Presi- 
dent Truman in 1950. Mrs. Lebron, most articulate of the four, 
described the shooting as a demonstration for Puerto Rico's 
independence from the United States. (Puerto Rico, a Carib- 
bean island obtained from Spain after the Spanish-Amerian 
War, became an American commonwealth in 1952. Last year 
President Eisenhower announced he would support a move 
by Puerto Rico for independence if the island wanted it. Presi- 
dent Marin of Puerto Rico said he and “a majority of the 
Puerto Rican people” favored the present relationship.) 

Mrs. Lebron acknowledged the shooting, unprecedented 
in American history. was timed to coincide with the opening 
of ‘the Inter-American Congress in Venezuela because “they 
are about colonialism there.” Puerto Rican officials 
decried last Monday's demonstration, declared that it was 

an aggression against our own people.”

were a fitting farewell to the beach course. New records were 
established in almost every event. In the concluding race, the 
NASCAR 160-Mile Grand National for new model stock cars, 
27,000 spectators watched a thrilling duel between two of the 
country’s best drivers—Tim Flock of Atlanta and Lee Petty of 
Randleman, North Carolina. Petty, in a 1954 Chrysler New 
Yorker coupe, trailed Flock across the finish line by one minute 
28 seconds, but was declared winner when Flock was disqualified 
for having an altered carburetor on his ‘54 Oldsmobile. In reg- 
ular stock car races, motors cannot be modified or “souped up.” 
Plans to abandon the 4.l-mile beach-and-road course were 
initiated because of complaints of nearby property owners and 
lack of facilities to accommodate the ever-growing crowds. Tour- 
ists, however, will continue to drive on the beach, where wealth 
sportsmen started racing early in the century and where Sir Ma 
colm Campbell of England set his speed records in the 1930s.

INCE EARLY IN WORLD WAR II, more than 16,000,000 square miles of the 
world’s land areas have been photographed from planes of the United 
States Air Force. These high-altitude aerial pictures of the earth’s surface 

provide information used in printing Air Force aeronautical charts—America’s 
military road maps of the sky. 

Compiling this information and converting the photographs into millions 
of copies of extremely accurate charts is a St. Louis enterprise. Wherever an 
Air Force pilot operates, the charts on which he bases his flight plan, those he 
uses in navigation and the ones he may rely on for radar orientation all come 
from a sprawling six-story plant at Second and Arsenal streets. 

The Air Force Aeronautical Chart and Information Center is on the 22-acre 
site of the historic St. Louis Arsenal, established in 1827. The main structure 
was built in 1919 as an Army Medical Depot, and transferred to the Air Force 
in 1952. From a small beginning after Pearl Harbor, the chart service was 
expanded to its present force of about a hundred officers and airmen and 
2400 civilians of many skills. , 

Last year 88,000,000 copies of more than 6200 individual charts were 
printed and distributed or stockpiled here. These items range from detailed 
airport approach charts, for pilot handbooks to “Equidistant” charts which 
depict the entire world on a single sheet of paper. Largest group of related 
items is the series of World Aeronautical Charts called the WAC series. In 
this indexed series, 1851 charts cover the earth at a scale of one to one million, 
or an inch on the chart to about 15.8 miles on the ground. In addition to 
United States military use, this series has been adopted for international use 
by the International Civil Aviation Organization. 

Aeronautical charts differ greatly from conventional maps in the kind of

information they contain. The pilot's interest in physical features is largely 
in those that serve as landmarks or those that might be obstacles at lower 
altitudes. Printed labels on his chart identify such major features as streams, 
railroad lines and highways, gravel pits, cemeteries, larger towns. Contour 
lines, connecting points of equal elevation, show heights of hills and peaks. 
Readings of latitude and longitude calibrated in minutes enable him to plot a 
compass course between any two points on the charts, and radio and naviga- 
tional data, superimposed in blue over the base chart, give information as to 
radio airways, ranges and beacons, call letters and frequencies of ground 
stations and airports, and such air navigational aids as exist in the part of 
the world that the chart shows. 

In addition to the WAC series, many other series of charts are being 
produced for special p . These include charts for polar navigation, for 
guided missile flights, for jet plane navigation and for strategic and tactical 
planning that would come into play in warfare. 

When aerial photographs are not available of an area to be mapped, 
information is assembled from reference material of all sorts—surface maps, 
documents, guide books, even personal interviews with former residents. The 
center maintains a library of 400,000 source works at the plant for this pur- 
pose, and an office of research and liaison in Washington to help in assem- 
bling information. 

Aeronautical charts are revised periodically to incorporate changes 
based on new or improved information. This makes previous editions obso- 
lete. Some of these obsolete charts are sold as waterproof wrapping paper. 
On rainy Sundays, many readers of the Post-Dispatch receive their rews- 
paper wrapped in an obsolete aeronautical chart.

WASHINGTON. 


PPROXIMATELY 3,000 American 
servicemen are still missing and 


unaccounted for in Korea. I 
want to know how many of 
these boys are still alive—I want to know 
where they are—and I want to do all 
within my power as a United States Sen- 
ator to bring them home. 

We sent American boys under a 
United Nations flag to fight Communist 
aggression in Korea. We suffered 140,- 
000 casualties and spent $15-billion to 
block the further expansion of interna- 
tional Communism. We gave dearly of 
our blood and treasure in pursuance of a 
conflict we did not win or lose. — 

Over 11,000 American war prisoners 
were victims of inhuman Communist 
war atrocities. Only 3,508 were returned 
in the “Big and Little Switch” prisoner 


exchanges, leaving approximately 8,000 


or two thirds of all American war pris- 
oners still missing or unaccounted for. 
We have good reason to believe that 
more than 5,000 of this number died as 
a result of Communist war crimes, 
Therefore, over 3,000 prisoners either 
died of Communist perpetrated war 
crimes or are confined in Communist 
prison camps behind the Iron Curtain.

NTELLIGENCE information given to 
| our Subcommittee Investigating 

Communist War Atrocities in Korea 
adds further strength to the belief that 
many Americans were sent to prison 
camps in Manchuria and Russia for 
long-term brainwashing treatments. 


Other GI's with special technical train-— 


ing were also singled out for further 
attention by the Communists. 

Take, for example, the case of Cor- 
poral X, a rifleman in the 22nd Infantry 
Division, who was captured at Taejon, 
South Korea, about Sept. 7, 1950. 

Corporal X was marched to Seoul, 
shipped by train to Pyongyang, then 


marched to Camp # 5 on the Yalu River. 
There, he was subjected to preliminary 
Communist indoctrination courses. 

Finding him susceptible to propa- 
ganda, the Communists sent him to a 
prison camp deep in Siberia for purposes 
of long-term brainwashing to ste how 
an American would react. One of these 
camps, incidentally, is located at Vladi- 
mir, about 100 kilometers from Moscow. 

I am convinced that many of the 3,000 
American GI's still carried on official 
Army rosters as “missing or unaccounted 
for” went the way of Corporal X. These 
men must be located and returned! 


No Red Prisoners 


E DO not hold any Communist war 
prisoners in this country. We are 
willing to open our doors to an 
impartial investigating commission to 
prove this point. Will the Soviet Union 
accord us the same privilege? 

Knowing these facts, the United Na- 
tions should create a special commission 
to investigate and report on the status 
of our missing boys. If we draft Ameri- 
can boys to fight for this nation and the 
United Nations, then we and the United 
Nations must back these boys to the 
limit. 

Any other course of action contra- 
dicts every principle of loyalty and jus- 
tice upon which this nation was founded. 

I don’t want to raise false hopes in the 
families of boys who have been listed as 
“missing in action”. But I do know many 
of them are alive. 

If we ignore this fact, we are giving 
the Communists “permission” to con- 
tinue these vicious crimes. We have al- 
ways backed our boys to the limit and I 
see no reason why we should abandon 
this principle today for fear of what the 
Communists or some of our allies like or 
don't like. 

Talking a lot and doing nothing makes 
me mad—if we talked less and did more 
we would be better off!

OLD AGE...PART IV 


How a town opens its 


eart to old folks 
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ACROSS THE U.S. people ask: What can 
we do to improve the miserable — and 
dangerous—conditions in which many of 
our old folks live? What's the solution? 
There is no simple answer. In some com- 
munities, authorities are working at the 
problem. PARADE went to a New England 
town that's trying to help its old folks. 
Here, in the last of a series, is that town's 
encouraging story—along with some pro- 
posals for the future.—The Editors. 


QUINCY, Mass. 

f REALLY got started two years ago. 

People in this quiet, friendly town 

just outsidé Boston knew they weren't 

different from people any other 

place. They knew they had an “old folks 
problem.” 

They didn’t have to look hard for it. 
Down at the bus station, you could see 
lonely old folks sitting, just ‘sitting. They 
liked to go to the station because there 
were lights, and people, and, in a way, they 
could become a part of the busy, moving 
scene. 

That was just one sign of the problem. 
The ‘nursing homes in town were full so 
some ailing old folks had to be uprooted. 
They had to leave town to find a nursing 
home with an empty bed. 


Went to Work 


MEETING was held. Everyone real- 
ized the problem was big, so lots of 
people came—doctors, lawyers, 
bankers, clergymen, housewives — just 
about every social group was represented. 
The committee on aging of the Quincy 
Community Chest & Council, Inc., was set 
up with more than 50 members. They 
rolled up their sleeves and went to work. 
Now, they didn’t do things that made 
screaming headlines and they haven't 
solved all their problefts. But they did 
adopt a point of view—that old folks are

OT LONG AGO, Dr. Dean-W. Roberts, director of the 
Commission on Chronic Iliness, Baltimore, said: “‘l 
hope that as rapidly as possible... homes for the 

aged will be coordinated with general hospitals and that 
the chronic disease unit, now so frequently lacking, will be 
added.” That is one approach to the problem of providing 
good care for our sick old people. 

In New York’s Beth Israel Hospital, a special clinic for 
old folks, said to be the first of its kind in the U. S., is 
just getting started. Other programs are underway in Boston, 
Pittsburgh, Chicago and other cities. 

But doctors and social workers connected with those 
projects say they are not a “total solution.” After an ex- 
haustive nationwide study of the problem, the Committee 


on the Aging of the National Social Welfare Assembly 
cites these points: ) 

} —State agencies are handcuffed (by lack of funds) in 
their effort to safeguard the quality of care. 

2—There is a shortage of facilities serving older people. 

3—Most old people are dependent on small incomes from 
relatives, families, pension plans, old age insurance and old 
age assistance. 

4-—There is a startling discrepancy between “public 
agency payments and estimated cost for adequate care.” 
Many conscientious nursing home operators cannot give 
quality care because of high operating costs. 

Individuals and communities must find ways to meet 
“realistic payment rates” if good care is to be provided. 


city hospital, puts it this way: “We are 
aware of.this problem and we are layifig 
plans quietly but progressively to do some- 
thing about it. The nursing and boarding 
homes are doing the best they can. But 
many of the old people are not getting the 
care they should.” 

What is Quincy doing to improve the 
situation? 

}—A survey was held in each of 
Quincy's 14 nursing and boarding homes 
in which about 250 old folks live. 


A New Program 


ACH OLD person and each home opera- 
kK tor was interviewed. The study was 
directed by Dr. Brooks Ryder, 
Quincy Health Commissioner. Students 
from Harvard University Medical School, 
the School of Public Health, Tufts College, 
Boston University and the University of 
Vermont actually asked the questions. 

They found among other things: Most 
of the people in nursing and boarding 
homes are women, 75 years and older. 
They suffer mainly from senility; paralysis, 
largely as a result of strokes; heart dis- 
eases; circulatory illness and arthritis and 
rheumatism. 

Most are widowed, live in ga home one 
to 10 years and need outside financial help 
to remain in the home. 

They also learned: Many of the nurs- 
ing homes didn’t have dining or recrea-

tion rooms. Although about 25 per cent of 
the old people were partly paralyzed, there 
was no one to try to rehabilitate them. 
So the Health Dept. is planning to hire 
a part-time physical therapist to try to get 
some of those paralyzed old folks back on 


their feet. In addition, the physical thera- ~ 


pist will teach nursing home operators and 
personnel simple rehabilitation techniques. 
That certainly will be one of the few physi- 
cal therapy programs of its kind in the 
U.S. 

The Health Dept. is trying to encour- 
age each home operator to provide dining 
and recreation rooms. (Interestingly, the 
Health Dept. couldn't get guidance from 
previous medical reports on how to con- 
duct its study. Virtually no one had ever 
conducted such a study before.) 

2—Groups of old people were brought 
to the.Health Dept. so they themselves 
could discuss recreation activities. ‘ 


Put on Plays 


UT OF these meetings came a boat 
ride for a few old people, the possi- 
bility of attending Little League 

baseball games and a plan to set up 
benches around town so old folks could 
have a place to sit. Already, old folks were 
meeting once a week in a firehouse to 
talk and sew and build things. 

In addition, there was a large group who 
went to the Congregational Church in 
North Quincy to put on plays. 

Even the library had pitched in to the 
recreational program. A librarian visits 
the homes and asks old folks what books 
they want to read, then delivers them. 
Soon, there'll be a recreation room in the 
library for old people. If they want to 
listen to records, or watch movies, those 
services will be provided. 

3-—The City Health Dept. sent its nu- 
tritionist to homes for the aged to discuss 
diets for old folks with the home opera- 
tors. And the city sanitarian went out to 
check nursing and boarding home kitchens 
just as he checks restaurant kitchens. 

4-—The committee on aging set up a 
counseling program so old folks can work

with different community agencies to solve 
their problems. The old people talk about 
everything from money problems to trou- 
ble with their relatives. 

5—A special job placement program 
has been established. It is one of the tasks 
of the committee on aging to find jobs 
within their capabilities for old folks able 
to work. 

@—Finally, there is a program to get 
new facilities for the growing number of 
old folks. Some people in town want to 
convert an old city infirmary into a nurs-

ing home. The committee on aging, op- 
posing this, would rather set up a new 
home on the grounds of the city hospital, 
so hospital services would be close at hand. 

Those are the highlights of how one 
New England community is working to 
help its old people live richer, better- 
rounded lives. All the problems haven't 
been solved. You won't see this program 
splashed across headlines. It's not a sensa- 
tional story. It's the story of a town trying 
—with limited resources—to deal with a 
human problem. 

“We know we haven't all the answers,” 
says Ed Corrigan, executive director of 
the Community Chest & Council. “But 
we're just starting. This project to help 
older folks will be going on for years.”

5—The problems confronting this field can be solved 
only by “a radical reinterpretation” of the function of care 
in institutions. Alternatives to care in nursing and conva- 


lescent homes are being developed. 
The Alternatives 


HESE are aimed at keeping the old person in his own 
home, so he can continue normal family living. 

Of course, that is not always possible. But the “new 

direction” in caring for old folks is to find some alternative 


to the institution. 


Apartment projects exclusively for old people, group 
homes and residential clubs are “beginning to make a con- 
tribution to this field.” Foster home care for old folks ts 


another alternative. Hospital-sponsored medical care pro- 
grams, in which the old person is treated in his own home, 
are gradually spreading. 

The Committee on the Aging study adds: “The increased 


‘number of chronic illness hospitals and the transition of 
county infirmaries into modern rehabilitation centers is 


beginning to widen the range for institutional care.” 
However, the ideas of social planners for new types of 
care are often still in the dream stage. 
The report concludes: “Broad expansion” of service to 


the aged remains an urgent need.

But Warren was never a 
judge. So people have been 
asking: is he big enough for 
the country’s highest judicial 
post? 

Time will tell. But there's 
a clue in Justice Warren's first 
public address (at Columbia 
University’s 200th anniver- 
sary). 

“The founders of this na- 
tion,” he said, “believed that 
when men are free to explore 
all avenues of thought, no 
matter what prejudices may 
be aroused, there is a healthy 
climate in the nation. 

“Free investigation and 
faithful experiment were the 
ideals of the greatest Justices 
of our Supreme Court—Mar- 
shall, Holmes, Brandeis, Car- 
dozo, Hughes and Stone. 

“These men did not merely 
mouth these sentiments. They 
believed them. 

“Our strength is in our di- 

_ versity. Our power is in free- 
dom of thought and of re- 
search.”

While you worry about March 15, 


PARIS. 
ow’p rou like to live in a fully-staffed villa on the 
French Riviera, and ride to the gambling casinos 
in a chauffeured limousine—on an income of noth- 
ing a year? 
Or throw parties that would put Perie Mesta 
in the shade on a yearly budget of $800? 

Slightly unbelievable? The French Ministry of Finance 
thought the very same thing when they checked the income 
of two citizens and matched it with the outgo. 

This week, while you're grappling with the long form and 
the short form, Monsieur and Madame Taxpayer are busy, 
too—cooking up new ways to outfox their tax collectors. 

Cat-and-mouse with the tax men is a national sport, a 
pastime played in France the year round. But it reaches new 
heights with the coming of spring. 

Arrayed on one side are a vast army of French taxpayers, 
scheming madly to hold onto every franc possible. 

On the other are the collectors—trying just as hard to 
round up as many francs as they can. 


The rules of the game require the taxpayer to eliminate 


all signs of income, if possible. Business and professional 
men are the most successful at this. 

French tax officials estimate that one-third of the nation’s 
business never is recorded. You can’t persuade a doctor or 
a house painter to accept a check. 

Once, tax officials discovered that 75 per cent of the meat 
sold in Paris reached the dinner table without a cent of tax 
being paid on it. 

They discovered that wholesalers made out bills in what- 
ever names the customers gave them. So collectors found 
purchases by Durand, who died last year, or DuPont, who 
never existed in the first place. 


The Big Cover-Up 
O*: PARTICULARLY nasty butcher bought meat in the 


name of a competitor. 
_ * And a tax collector even found that four prime 
steers were bought in his name. 

Businessmen, tax officials say, can cover 25 per cent of 
their income, doctors and lawyers even more. 

But the peasant does best of all. Thanks to a sympathetic 
law, farm profits may be assessed at only one-fifth of their 
actual cash value. 

To outwit these clever schemers, the tax ‘ieinioane have 
drawn up a policy of watchful waiting, which goes some- 
thing like this: 

“We know you're cheating and we know we can’t catch 


you—but if we're not going to get it, you're not going to 


enjoy it.” 

On New Year's Eve, while the cabarets rocked with 
gaiety, a group of official-looking men barged in and de- 
manded identity cards. They copied down names and passed 


them along to the tax sleuths. 


This is the collector's secret weapon. He can base a 
Frenchman's tax on “external evidence of wealth” or “os- 
tensible and notorious spending.”

If he has a house, the collector figures his income 
is 10 times the rent. A car? The collector estimates 
his income at $140 per horsepower.

The collectors figured he was a bare- 
faced liar.

One black marketeer, trying to cover up $1,500,000, ° 


cooked up an “export business” to South Africa. 

Barrels of “oil” were to be loaded on a freighter. 
But they were to contain water and the captain had 
orders to drop them in the ocean. 

The idea flopped because a customs officer watched 
longshoremen roll barrel after barrel up to a hydrant, 
fill them with water, and load them. He asked a few 
questions and the black marketeer landed in jail. 

Since income tax costs the average taxpayer about 
$60 a year (based on 13 per cent of annual income), 
all this sport hardly affects national revenue. The 
French make it up in other taxes—including a sales 
tax that claims 34 per cent of the national income. 

So dodging income taxes is a lot like playing rou- 
lette. No matter how lucky the taxpayer is, the house 
knows he can’t beat the percentage. *

That’s what Avery is holding, not fake 
topsoil. His warning to home owners: 
there may be a slick thief working in your 
garden or on your lawn (see story). 
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WO MEN drove up to a New Jersey suburban 

home in a truck loaded with rich-looking black 
| soil. 

“We've got some fine topsoil here,” they 

told the young husband at the door. “Need some?” 

It did look astonishingly good and the price was 
unusually low. The young man told the men to spread 
it. An hour later he paid the bill and gloated over his 
“bargain.” The bubble didn’t burst until nearly a 
month later. 
>» The “topsoil,” he learned, was actually a mixture 
of spent tea leaves from food factory dumps, mixed 
with charcoal to give it a rich, dark hue! Hundreds of 
other homeowners who bought huge quantities had 
complained to the county agricultural agent, who in- 
vestigated and told them the truth. 

An isolated incident in one section of the country? 
Hardly. 

The fact is that fake topsoil peddlers, door-to-door 
sellers of dead and dying shrubs and purveyors of 
flowers, bulbs and seed for which extraordinary things 
are promised but never fulfilled, are having a nation- 
wide field day at the home owner’s expense. 


Millions Are Lost 


ND, WITH the gardening season at hand, the 
A swindle is on right now. 

Latest government figures show that 57 per 
cent of all U.S. families now own their own homes. 
Lawn cultivation and gardening have become virtually 
a national hobby. Realizing this, the gypsters are find- 
ing lush pickings from coast to coast. 

Untold thousands are being gypped out of many 
millions of dollars annually by the smooth-talking 
chiselers. Increasing concern is being expressed by a 
number of groups in and out of the responsible hor- 
ticulture industry. 

The Garden Club of America, alarmed about the 
growing menace, devoted part of its annual forum 
recently to a frank discussion of the problem. 

The Better Business Bureaus receive a large volume 
of complaints from fleeced customers. The New York 
group headlined a recent warning: “The rackets that 
bloom in the spring.” 

The American Association of Nurserymen was told 
flatly not long ago by Leland Jens, a member from 
Wisconsin: “The chiselers undermine confidence in 
the entire industry.” 
>» Let me make one point clear. The vast majority 
of gardeners and nurserymen are honest, reliable 
businessmen who give value for money received. But 
the spectacular rise of horticulture as a hobby and a 
means of beautifying the American home has at- 
tracted a horde of fly-by-nights who are finding it a 
good way of turning a fast dollar. As Jens explains: 

“By its nature, the nursery industry is inviting to 
the scoundrel. Sales are bunched in one season of the 
year, thus it is easy to operate a hit-and-run trade.” 

This fringe element pulls off a tricky bit of business 
such as this: 


Every year, smooth-talking chiselers make millions 


Last year, salesmen went around suburban areas 
with an eye-bulging “new scientific development.” It 
was seed guaranteed to grow grass which would stop 
when it reached a height of three inches. “You'll 
never have to mow your lawn again,” homeowners 
were promised. 

Intrigued customers bought the seed, the salesmen 
vanished—and the grass grew as high as any other. 

Or this type of come-on: 
> One firm offered seed for “prize blooms,” which 
grow much larger and fuller than ordinary varieties, 
at an extremely low price. Orders flooded in, but ama- 
teur gardeners soon learned that the flowers were 
merely the average kind. Those who complained re- 
ceived profuse apologies and were told that if they 
sent half as much money as they had already paid, 
the genuine article would be forthcoming. This time 
the prize variety was forwarded, but the come-on had 
worked well. 

Itinerant peddlers of humus have a special bag of 
tricks all their own to bilk the customer. 

One method: the truckman emphasizes that his 
price for the fertilizer is ridiculously low, points to 
a bushel basketful and says cryptically: “Only three 
cents.” The home owner, impressed, tells him to spread 
the stuff over the lawn, goes inside and an hour later 
the truckman is at the door with the bill—which can 
and does range as high as $300 The humus is piled 
thick and deep all over the grounds, even stacked high 
behind the shrubbery. 


Fake Tree Doctors 


66 OU NEEDED much more than I estimated,” the 
peddler explains. And he also points out to the 
stunned home owner that the material costs 

three cents per pound, not per basketful. “You must 

have misunderstood,” he says blandly. 

Another method: truckmen dump some of the fer- 
tilizer on a portion of your lawn, then ring your door- 
bell and tell you it’s a free sample to show you how 
good it is. Few people want only a piece of their lawns 
fertilized, the rest barren. They order the remainder, 
frequently at above-average prices. 

You may be surprised to learn that quacks also 
operate in a field somewhat removed from the healing 
professions—tree surgery. A growing number of tree 
“doctors,” equipped only with some instruments, a 
vocabulary of pseudo-scientific lingo and large quan- 
tities of gall, wander from house to house, claiming 
to work wonders with ailing trees. 

They say they can control disease and prevent in- 
sect infestation by injection of mysterious fluids. They 
inject the stuff and may create major damage. 

They profess to be dentists as well, prescribing fill- 
ings for any and all cavities they spot. Allowed to 
proceed, they perform operations with generous 
amounts of cement. But how successful would a fill- 
ing be in a tooth if the decayed portion were riot re- 
moved first? Many of these itinerant tree repair men 
simply fill the wound, neglecting the much more im-

portant job of removing the disease-ridden wood and 
eliminating the original cause of decay. 

So be suspicious at once if a tree medic makes 
extravagant claims such as miracle cures, offers bar- 
gain prices and wants to perform a major operation. 
Many states issue tree repair licenses—ask to see it. 
Or make certain he presents other genuine credentials. 

Action is now being taken on several fronts to 
blunt the sharp practices of the racketeers. 
>» The Garden Club of America, which has alerted its 
members to the situation, is conducting a campaign of 
education so that buyers can spot the phonies. 

The American Association of Nurserymen, together 
with the National Mail Order Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, has adopted standards for advertisements. 

The Nursery and Landscape Association of Dallas, 
Tex., is now asking the city’s governing authorities 
to license all sellers of nursery products. 

These are healthy indications, but you still need 


some rules for self-protection you can follow. 

First, on the question of topsoil and fertilizer, where 
it's so easy to be fooled. Don't buy indiscriminately. 
Find out first exactly how much and what kind you 
need. You can get the answers from your agricultural 
experimental station—there is one in every state. Ask 
your county agent for its address or inquire at your 
post office. The station will analyze a sample of your 
soil and tell you what you need. Write a letter, asking: 

> How much soil you should submit, from where 
and from how many places on the lawn. 

> If your soil needs lime and, if it does, how and 
in what amounts it should be applied. 

> If your soil needs humus and, if it does, would 
they recommend the kind and amount. 

>» If you need topsoil and how many inches. 

Armed with the specific answers, you can order 
a good deal more intelligently and your chances of 
being swindled will nose dive. *

In three years of patrolling Pass-A- 
Grille’s 400 parking meters, he’s issued exactly 
eight, all to drivers who “sassed” him. 

He substitutes courtesy—and it pays off. 

“On one dollar parking tickets,” he says, “you 
only get about 30 per cent collection, and you 
make enemies. But with my system, everyone’s 
happy and the meters pay off, too.” 

LaFave is especially kind to bathers. He 
knows that time flits by on the beach and bathers 
hate to dash back to the car to pay. 

So he suggests they leave money in the car. 
Then he feeds the meter for them. 

If he spots a violation and can’t find the 
money, he whistles to call the owner. 


He Writes a Note 


ND IF THAT doesn't work, he still won't write 
A a ticket. He pencils a polite note, record- 
ing when the time ran out and suggesting 

the driver “hunt me up later and pay.” 

Long after dark, bathers come to the police 
station to give him their nickels. 

The LaFave program of courtesy is part of a 
growing movement to take the sting out of 
“nuisance” parking fines. 

Here's what happens when you park overtime 
in some other towns: 

In Edenton, N. C., you're fined only a nickel 
if you pay up within an hour. 

In Kerrville, Tex., a merchant will drop a 
nickel in the meter, leave a note suggesting you 
return the money. 

And in Tucumcari, N. M., you're given a list 
of traffic “don'ts” and a ticket entitling you to 
a cup of coffee at any restaurant!
